The Governor had more trouble in finding 
an acceptable successor for Mr. Heuer. His 
determination from the first) was that the new 
man should bea German Lutheran, and of 
equal prominence with Mr. Heuer. In addi- 
tion to Mr, Becker, he considered the qualifi- 
cations of Henty Zuttermeister, a Lake View 
real estate dealer. Indeed, it is said by some 
that the Governor is so well pleased with both 
of these men that he may be compelled to 
pass by both of them and give the appoint- 
ment to E.S. Dreyer. But the chances are 
greatly in favor of Becker, who has the back.

Denver Business-Men Said to Have Created 
a False Condition in the Gold Camp and 
Induced the Governor to Clear Denver 
of TreopseMiners Near Pike’s Peak 
Undoubtedly in an Ugly Mood—They 
Threaten to Whip the Militia=Latest 
Phases of the Denver War. 


‘Denver, Colo,, March 1'7.—[Special. ]—The 
seat of war has been transferred to Cripple 
Creek. There is strong reason to believe that 
the trouble at the big gold camp over hours 
of labor, which has been pending for a month, 
was deliberately brought to a head last 
night so as’ to compel the Governor 
to send the Denver militia and 
thus get them away from here. The princi- 
pal mine-owners at Cripple Creek are leading 
bankers and business-men here, and it looks 
as though they had executed a flank move- 
ment on the Governor. 

Sheriff Bowers has notified Gov. Waite, 
however, that the troops are needed in Crip- 
ple Creek, as there are 700 armed men in the 
camp and he cannot control them, The Gov- 
ernor) has therefore ordered the troops t+ 
proceed to Cripple Creek. They will arrive 
at Midland, the terminus of the railroad, at 
9 o’clock and will have to march nine miles. 

At the secret meeting of these bank Presi- 
dents, capitalisis, and wholesalers, which 
lasted till midnight last night, extraordinary 
proposals were made besides the  lu- 
nacy proceedings against the Gov- 
ernor and the attempt to have him 
indicted. Donald Fletcher proposed a 
plan to seize the armory with policemen and 
deputy Sheriffs.

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The Governor’s n of the new Com- 
missioners Was not made suddenly, but was 
under consideration for some time before the 
old ones Were removed. For Mr. Waller’s 
place he considered for some time the rela- 
tive qualifications of Andrew Crawford and 
Potter Palmer. The obstacle to Mr. Palmer’s 
appointment, if he were willing to accept it, 
was his partiality for Supt. Pettigrew. The 
Governor would appoint no one who would 
not pledge himself to remove Pettigrew. The 
choice therefore fell upon Mr. Crawford. 
This, at least, is the statement of those near- 
est the Governor. 

Mr. Crawford is prominent as a lawyer, 
real estate dealer, and millionaire. When the 
Governor urged him strongly to accept the 
position Mr. Crawford hesitated, and then 
thé Governor asked that nothing be said of 
the appointment until Mr. Crawford had de- 
cided to accept. But the news of the ap- 
pointment got out yesterday, and when a re- 
perter for THe Trreuns called upon Mr. 
Crawford at his office in the First National 
Bank Building he admitted the Governor had 
asked him to serve on the reconstructed 
Lincoln Park Board. 

Mr. Crawford Is Undecided. 

“T do not know as yet whether I shall ac- 
cept or decline the appointment,” he said. 
“Tt will depend largely upon the turn affairs 
take. Afterall this hubbub in the press, it 
will be a thankless job, yet I should dislike to 
see anything done which would injure the 
park. I may not decide for some days as to 
what I shall do.”” From subsequent conver- 
sation it was evident Mr. Crawford did not 
consider either side entirely blameless for the 
trouble in the Lincoln Park Board. He be- 
lieved Supt. Pettigrew’s friends quite too 
zealous,

No One to Stop It, 


The hurry was designed, no doubt, to es- 
cape the danger of an injunction. But the 
fact was the Park Board was in the throes of 
death. While they and Gov. Altgeld fiddled 
the interests of Lincoln Park burned. The 
pier which was thrown across the drive, into 
the deep waters of the lake, will not interfere 
with the erection of the new drive, but it may 
destroy its beauty, and jeopardize the ines- 
timable riparian rights east of it. 

The North Park Board has never had a per- 
manent attorney, but has only retained one 
when needed. S.S. Gregory has done most 
of its legal business lately. He resides in 
‘Lake View, and learned yesterday morning 
of Mr. Rezet’s coup d'etat. When he came 
down to business he went to warn Secretary 
Weber of the danger and found that he, too, 
had learned of it. They decided nothing 
could be done until Gov, Altgeld appointed 
the three new Commissioners. 

‘‘ lam not the attorney of the board,”’ said 
Mr. Gregory, “ and have not studied fthis sub- 
ject, so that Ican only express an off-hand 
opinion. It is an open question whether the 
condemnation proceedings 52% the board 
riparian rights or left them in the abutting 
property-owners.

New Board Organizes. 

Matters at the city hall were in a péaceable 
state until iate this afternoon, when Messrs. 
Mullins and Barnes, the Governor’s new ap- 
pointees to the Fire and Police Boards, quiet- 
ly slipped into. the’ Mayor’s office and took 
possession before any one was aware they were 
in the neighborhood. They had met Mr. 
Rogers, a member of the old board, up-town 
an hour before this and organized, The first 
official step was to notify Chief Pearse of the 
fire departmentiand Chief Stone of the po- 
lice department to report for duty. Chief 
Pearse went in and politely refused to recog- 
nize the authority of the new board. Chief 
Stone refused to obey the order, and the new 
board adjourned till Monday. 

As soon as it became known that the city 
had two Fire and Police Boards Wells, Tay- 
lor & Taylor, attorneys for the old members, 
Orr and Martin, made application before 
Judge Glynn for attachments for contempt of 
court for Messrs. Mullins, Barnes, and 
Rogers, and also Mayor Vanhorn, who for- 
maliy recognized the new board. The con- 
tempt is against Judge Graham’s now famous 
injunction.

MINERS DEFIANT AND DESPERATE. 


They Hold the Natural Fortresses of Bull 
Hill and Laugh at Soldiers. 


CrippLe Creek, Colo,, March 17.—|Spe- 
cial.|—At 10 o’clock last night came the 
news that the telephone poles and lines had 
been cut between Altman and Cripple Creek. 
Altman is one of the towns near the clouds in 
the new gold district where a number of the 
largest gold-producing: mines are situated. 
two and a half miles from Cripple Creek and 
neighboring Pike’s Peak. Here is a mining 
population of 1,000. The cutting of the 
wires was known to be the signal of war. 

Two days ago several mines started up, but 
few men could be found to brave dangers of 
intimidation. Last night six working miners 
who had been appointed Deputy Sheriffs 
were arrested at Altman by the town authori- 
ties for carrying deadly weapons. This was 
the pretext.; The party were returning from 
work in the mines. The authorities, being 
union miners, first fired a volley into them. 
severely wounding Shorty Allen. Then the 
men were disarmed and after one of the 
number, C. B. Williams, had been clubbed, 
all were brought to a Justice court, disarmed, 
ana compelied to walk to Cripple Creek. 
The striking miners then drew a line of pick- 
ets around the hill, arresting or firing upon 
all persons who approached. This was the 
condition of affairs when the news reached 
the city. 

The Sheriff hastily summoned a_ posse and 
all preparations were made to go to Altman 
and release the prisoners, when at midnight 
news came that the release had been made. 
but that the men had been disarmed in viola- 
tion of law. 

Later it was learned that the miners 
throughout the district were aroused and that 
depredations, such as halting and shooting at 
people, were committed. _ Local reporters 
made a ride of twenty miles through the dis. 
trict between the hours of 10 p.m. and3 
a. m.,and confirmed this report by being 
heldjup, besieged, and shot at. The county 
authorities realized that with all their depu- 
ties among miners and citizens they could not 
cope with the 2,000 or 3,000 miners 
behind nature’s solid rock intrenchments. 
Therefore an appeal was made to the 
State.

ASK RECOGNITION OF UNITED STATES. 
The Appeal Made to Uncle Sam by the 
Brazilian Provisional Government.

Moytevipgo, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
March 17.—[Copyright, 1894, by James 
Gordon Bennett. |—Following is the text of an 
appeal made by the Brazilian Provisional 
Government for recognition as belligerents: 

PALACE OF THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT OF 
THE Unrtep StTraTes or Braz, Destrerro, 
March 4, 1894.—Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Washington: The revolution, which, by force of 
arms, ostensibly attempted to secure the vote of 
the country and to reéstablish the republican 
constitation, had no other purpose back of it 
from the time it was declared in the Bay of Rio 
de Janeiro than the establishment of a govern- 
ment which should not only have the su- 
preme direction of the niilitary operations, but 
should exercise civil authority within the con- 
stitutional limits throughout all Brazil. Its pur- 
pose was likewise to rescue from the power of 
tyranny those means of oppression which we now 
combat successfully. With this in view a naval 
division bearing my flag left Rio de Jan- 
eiro im the month of September iast. 
After the defeat of the troops of Marshal 
Floriano and the capture of his General in 
chief, I established a government in the State of 
Santa Catharina, of which I was proclaimed the 
chief. Immediately after the formation of this 
government, of which I have the honor of send- 
ing you the initial proclamation, the Governor 
and all the authorities of the State of Santa 
Catharina adhered spontaneously and unani- 
mously to our political direction of the United 
States of Brazil. At the same time the struggle 
continued by land and by sea. The revolutionary 
forces controlled nearly all the State of Rio 
Grande do Sul, The taking of the Port of Para- 
nagua, followed by the brilliant victories of 
Tizocas and Lapa gained by our army, to which 
the forces of the dictator Floriano surrendered, 
caused the State of Parana to submit itself com- 
pletely to the authority of thé new Federal Gov- 
ernment, thus constituting a local government. 

propose, with the approbation of Mello, 
Admiral-General of our forces by land and sea, 
to communicate with the American Government 
these facts so important to Brazil in her relations 
to foreign powers. So important are they that I 
think the result of them will be the recognition 
of our government generally. The Legislative 
Assembly, the Governor of the State, the Tri- 
buna! of Justice, the forces on land and sea, and 
the people of the State received the news of the 
new government with joy. Peace reigns through- 
out the State. I have the honor of transmit- 
ting the present declaration, and I dare hope it 
will be received favorably by the President and 
his Ministers. Mr. Minister, accept the urance 
of my highest consideration.

TIFFANY GEMS FOR FIELD MUSEUM. 


Purchases Made of Some of the Precious 
Stones Shown at the Fair.~ 

New Yors, March 17.—The Field Colum- 
bian Museum of Chicago, in addition to large 
numbers of ethnological! collections purchased 
since its organization, has just purchased for 
about $100,000 the following among others:

Found Missing from the Bark Montgom- 
ery Castle After a Storm, 

New Yorx, March 17.—The steamer Vega, 
which arrived today from Portuguese ports 
and the Azores, brought the full story of the 
bark Montgomery Castle. It left this port 
witha cargo of oil Jan. 27 and putin at 
Fayal, in the Azores, recently with its Cap- 
tain, first officer, second officer, and 
seven of the crew missing, the 
ten..men having been drowned in a 
storm which the bark encountered a 
short time before and in which it was badly 
damaged.

He Stops the Fight at the Lake-Front 
Armory When Griffo Is About to Seore 
ea Knockout and Thus Saves the Spider 
Considerable Money~Remarkable Lack 
of Cleverness Shown by IsaaceInci- 
dents That Look Suspicious, but Every- 
body Is Apparently Satisfied. 

Inspector Shea saved Ike. Weir from a 
knockout at the Lake-Front Armory last 
night, but could not save the thin shred of 
reputation which has clung to the “ Belfast 
Spider,” It might have been that the 
Spider was playing cunning, but his reputa- 
tion is gone forever. 

When Johnny Griffin whipped him in four 
rounds two years: ago it was deionstrated 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that he was 
“gone.” If it needed any confirmation it 
was given last night when Griffo ap- 
parently smothered him in three rounds. 
It was not only his physical faculties 
which have deserted him, but his mental as 
well seem to have been badly blurred by age. 
There was a time when the Spider was reputed 
to be the headiest featherweight before the 
public. His eccentricities were regarded by 
many as genius, if a prize,fighter can really be 
classed in the category of those to whom have 
been imparted the magicspark of genius. 
Once within the ropes the Spider in his palmy 
days was clever enough, and there was no 
trick or subterfuge of which he was not mas- 
ter. 

Last night when he was knocked down in 
the second round he was up in a second.

once more up before the _ referee 
could start to count himout, Aclever fighter 
would have taken his limit. Again, instead 
of using his cleverness at long range he went 
to oer it atclose range. right from the 
start. He lasted just one round at that, and 
then was gone. 


Rather Mysterious. 


Whatever could have ailed him is a mys- 
tery. It. must have been old age or, perhaps 
—but perish the thought. The writer had all 
but said that the fight was a fake. That 
would have been an injustice to the manage- 
ment, the fighters, and Inspector Shea’s 
judgment, because he broke in and 
stopped the mill.

Five Thousand Men Followed by 500 Car- 
riages Parade the Streets—Archbishop 
Feehan -Celebrates Mass on the West 
Side=Military Mass for the Seventh=— 
: Judge Gibbons on Patriotism of Irish. 
American Catholics=New York Floats a 

Green Flag, but Brooklyn Has None, 


St. Patrick’s day was celebrated in Chi- 
cago yesterday on an elaborate scale, The 
weather was perfect and as a result ee feat- 
ure of the day, the parade, was a gr r suc. 
cess than for many years. Irishmen were in 
line to the number of 6,000 and the great 
crowd was warmly cheered along its line of 
march, The order of march heretofore 
printed was closely followed. The procession 
was in charge of Grand Marshal Keating, 
who was assisted by five aides, The column 
was formed in Haymarket Square and left 


that place at 3 o’clock. 

It was a jolly Irish crowd at Haymarket 
Square before the parade, every other man 
being decked out in green. Carriages drove 
in and out and riders broke through the crowd 
recklessly, A swarm of boys on ponies 
seemed to be omnipresent until driven out by 
the Marshals. One of the happiest men in 
the crowd was “Uncle Jimmy” Lane, the 
patriarch of Chicago. “Uncle Jimmy” is 
in his 99th year, but he was out for fun as 
earnestly as any Irishman of 21. The hale 
old patriarch boasts of this his sixtieth year 
in Chicago and of the time when he kept the 
charter of the village before it was incor- 


porated. 

At length the head of the column, with the 
Seventh Regiment just behind the vanguard, 
was under way, with bands and drum corps 
piping gayly and the green of Ireland wav- 
ingin the air beside the Stars and Stripes. 
In front of the Desplaines Street Station the 
people were packed into a solid mass high up 
on the steps and every point of eminence 
along the-route was taken. As far as the eye 
could reach the crowds lined the streets. 


Favorites with the Crowd.. 


The Clan-na-Gael Guards cut the most 
dashing figure in their cadet gtay and green 
full dress uniforms and their waving plumes 
of green, yellow, and white. The plaudits of 
the day were theirs as they swept up the 
street in perfect order. Maj. Buckley modest- 
ly recognized the shouts of approval that 
greeted his band by bowing his head. 

Thé Hibernians of course outnumbered any 
single order and presented a neat appearance 
in their caps and eashes trimmed with green. 
Not less than 500 carriages brought up the 
rear, 

From Randolph and Desplaines streets the 
line of march was south to Adams and west to 
Halsted. At St. Patrick’s Church, corner 
of Desplaines and Adams, the procession was 
reviewed by Archbishop Feehan. The Arch- 
bishop was attended be Judge Gibbons, 
Thomas Brennan, Father Smith, Father 
Egan, Father MacNamee of Peoria, and sev- 
eral other priests. South on Halsted, east 
ondackson to Michigan svenue, the pro- 
cession moved, the crowds growing denser as 
the column neared the center of the city. Po- 
licemen, stationed a‘few feet apart along the 
line, kept back the throng. From Michigan 
avenue the line of march wassouth to Twelfth 
street, countermarching to Van Buren, west 
to Clark, north to Lake; and west to Market. 
Here at 5 o'clock the column rested and 
disbanded.

Archbishop Feehan Presides While High

Phe observance of the day on the West Side 
was inaugurated by the celebration of solemn 
high mass in St. Patrick’s Church, Desplaines 
and Adams streets, at 10 o’elock. Archbishop 
Feehan presided at the ceremony in full 
pontificals. On the gospel side of the sanctu- 
ary eat the assistant priests, the Rev. D. J. 
Agnew of St. Sylvester’s and the Rev. D. J. 
Riordan of St. Elizabeth’s. Father E, Smith 
of St. Vincent’s officiated at the ceremony, 
with the assistance of the Rev. D. M. Thiele 
of St. Francis’, deacon of the mass; the Rev.

Judge Gibbons Says Irishmen Here Are 


Americans First in Temporal Affairs. 

John Gibbons, Judge of the Cireuit Court, 
lectured on “ Ireland and the Church” at St. 
Anne’s Hall, Englewood, ast evening. After 
referring to the early history of the church in 
[reland and the conversion of the inhabitants 
by St. Patrick, and showing what the Catholic 
church did for the liberation of the masses 
from bondage, the conversion and regenera- 
tion of the pagan world, and for the conserva- 
tion of morals, he said: “AJ! Christendom 
should unite with the Irish race in paying 
tribute to the memory of Ireland's patron 
saint. He is not the saint of Ireland alone, 
but a colossal figure in the vanguard of the 
cross. We have assembled here, not through 
any sectarian motive, but through a holy and 
Christian spirit, to do homage to St. Patrick 
and to attest our reverence and devotion to the 
memory of one who accom ed so much 
for the elevation of mankind, the spread of 
Gbristianity, and the advance of civilization.” 

Speaking of bigotry and its baneful effects 
among the people, he said: ‘* Whatever may 
be said to contrary by afew bigots who 
style themselves the ‘ Patriotic Sons of Amer- 
ica’ or by ignorant preachers it ia a slander 
upon Catholics to say of them that they swear 
en to a foreign meaning there- 
by Pope of Rome. I know thatI but 
voice the sentiments of ninety-nine out of 
every hundred of the priests and laymen of 
the Catholic Church when I say that if the 
Pope of Rome attempted to establish a 
dynasty in the United States we would rally 
under the American flag, meet him in arms 
on the Atlantic coast, and dispute with him 
every foot of territory from to the Pa- 
cific Ocean,”

‘Alleged Contract Made by Secretary Car- 
lisle for Fuel for Warships. 

Wasnineron, D, C., March 1'77.—Represent- 
ative Wilson of Washington is making in- 
quiries as to a contract which the Treasury 
Department is said to have made with a Brit- 
ish coal company for supplying $100,000 
worth of coal to the United States vessels 
which will patrol the BeringSea.

Emperor William Decorates the Men Who 
Aided the Russo-German Treaty. 
(Copyright, 1894, by the Associated Press. | 

‘Beriix, March 17.—As a mark of satisfac- 
tion at the passage of the Russo-German com- 
mércial treaty Emperor. William has con- 
ferred upon Chancellor von Caprivi the chain 
of the Hohenzollern family order and has 
bestowed the Order of the Red Eagie upon

eign Affairs. In addition the Emperor deco- 
rated Herr Thielmatin, who conducted the

‘Emperor William in addition has decorat- 
ed the Russian delegates who were sent here 
to take part in the treaty negotiations. Em- 
peror William tonight attended the dinner 
given by Count Schouvaloff, the Russian Am- 
bastador, in honor of the passage of 
the commercial treaty. The guests included 
the Duke of Saxe-Altenburg, Prince Frederick 
of Hohenzollern, Prince of Pless, Chancellor 
von Caprivi, Baron Marsehall von Bieber- 
stein, Herr Thielmann, and Gen. von Werder, 
the German Ambassador to Russia, who ar- 
rived today with an autograph !etter from the 
Czar congratulating Emperor William upon 
the passage of the treaty.

BURNHAM MAKES RETORT TO CARLISLE. 


Calis the Secretary ‘‘A Cross-Roads Poli- 
tician "—Some of the Correspondence. 

‘* Secretary Carlisle,” said D. H. Burnham 
yesterday, “‘shows all the weaknesses and 
chicaneries of a cross-roads politician. In 
him is shown the fallacy of installing a small 
man in a place which should be occupied by 
a big one.

DARING DEED OF A UNION SOLDIER. 


Wound up His Evenine’s Courting by 
Killing Four of Mosby’s Guerrillas, 
Pittsburg Dispatch; “ Recently published 
war reminiscences,” said J. H. Geiselman 
recently, ‘recall to my mind an instance 
of remarkable coolness and bravery which 
people in the Shenandoah Valley aver was as 
daring a soldierly deed as ever occurred, I 
lived down in the valley for some years after 
the war and I have often heard the princi- 
palactor, Lieut. Ferris, referred to as the 
bravest Yank that ever wore boots. In the 
spring of 1863, when the lines betwen Battle- 
town and Winchester were being changed 
every few days, Ferris, aL ieutenant in the 
Fifth New York Cavairy, made the acquaint- 
ance ofa Miss Emma Bonham, one of the 
beltes of the valley. It seemed to be a cuse of 
love at first sight on both gides. So great 
did Ferris’ attachment for Miss Bonham be- 
come that he was accustomed to steal through 
the lines, never giving a thought to the reck- 
lessness of such actions—although Mosby’s 
men wereas thick as hops about the place. 
Upon one occasion Mosby heard of the daring 
of the Yankee officer and resolved to trap him.

A Curious Com plication. 

A greatly worried delegation of Swiss [sra elites 
have reached Paris to try and make arrange- 
ments with French butchers to kill cattle ac- 
cording to the Hebrew ritual and send the meat 
to Switzerland. It seems that the Swiss authori- 
ties have decided that the Jewish system of 
bleeding animals to death was cruel, so 
have promulgated a decree that either 
the animals must be instantly killed or 
else drugged, so as not to suffer from their 
gradual demise. The delegation’s account of 
their vain efforts to obey this law was extremely 

uaint. The experiments took place at the 
slaughter-house in ithe presence of various spec- 
tators of both religions. First morphine was 
tried, with no success at all. An ox absorbod an 
immense dose without result, and a goat con- 
sumed forty-five grains of the drug and did not 
mind itin the least. The next day, however, all 
the poisoned animals were horribly sick, which 
would prove that poison is more cruel than the 
present system of slaughtering. Then alcohol 
was tried, but the sheep consumed several 
half piuts of alcohol and remained as sober as 
Judges. An ox, however, after consuming six 
quarts of pure alcohol beg=a to_ be shaky or bis 
legs, and afterthe seventh fell into a helpless 
state of intoxication. The authorities now de- 
cide that so much alcohol will render the meat 
unhealthy, and have decreed the animals 
must be knocked on the head without further 
formality. Now the Swiss Jews have their

OAUSE AS A RULE THAN MEN. 


How Seme ef Them Worked te Aid the 
Cause They Loved=Knuitting Became a 
Daily Occupation for Rich and Poor= 
Collection of Clothing and Dainties— 
Many Plans Resorted To by the Wives, 
Mothers, and Daughters of the South- 
ern Soldiérs=—Smuggling Through Lines.

Aga knit they did, 
the war in and the war out. ‘ The total pairs of 
socks turned off was something prodigious. 
Had every Coufederate soldier been a centi- 
pede it did not seem thata single foot should 
have lacked this species of gear. Could the 
matter have heen decided with the knitting 
needle Iam gure that these worthy dames 
would have established and maintained 
the Confederacy. One of them knit 227 
pairs; another averaged two paire a week 
for nearly the entire peried. They knit walk- 
ing ; om 4 knit riding; they knit by daylight, 
moonlight, pine-knot light, and by no light 
at all, for candles were too precious to burn 
on summer nights with no company about. 
I knew an industrious old lady who knit even 
as she nodded, and one who, though exceed- 
ingly pious, was so moved by the tales of suf- 
fering among the grim, tattered veterans who 
held the trenches around Petersburg that she 
deented it righteous work to knit even Sun- 
days. As long as by any possible contrivance, 
by unraveling, recarding, and spinning, or 
appropriating the contents of mattresses, 
wool could be obtained no othef material was 
used, but when all these sources gave out cot- 
ton took its place,

all manner of work as degrading, now held 
themselves ennobled by the most menial 
drudgery for the soldiers. Labor of this kind 
was regarded asa feminine type of military 
glory.

Clothing Sent to the Soldiers,

would see it distributei to the best advantage. 
Asa rule, the railroads furnished: free trans- 
portation for all such donations and the agent 
in attendance. Of course every soldier with 
relative or friend at home received private 
boxes as often as there was anything to send. 
Perbaps I could not better illustrate the 
change in means and in ideas which a year of 
those stern times brought than by giving an 
inventory of three of these boxes sent by a 
wife in North Carolina to her husband in 
Lee’s army at intervals of about a year, 
others doubtiess being forwarded duaing the 
intervals. 

September, 1861, conteats of box: Two 
pairs heavy all-wool blankets, two suits fannel 
underwear, half dozen pairs woolen socks, a 
pair rubber overshoes,a neck comforter, a 
thick nightcap to prevent taking cold while 
sleeping in tents,.a pair ear protectors to keep 
bugs out of the ears while asleep, two pairs of 
gloves and a pair of leggins,a dressing case 
with shaving set, mirror, toothbrush, etc.; 
sheets and towels, eatables in the way of ham, 
fowls, cakes, pickles, and preserves, limited 
only by the capacity of the box. 

Contents of box October, 1862;all of the 
former articles having been worn out or lost: 
One blanket, an oilcloth, a flannel shirt made 
of a shawl, four pair socks of mixed rabbit- 
‘fur and wool, a cake of sweet soap, and a cake 
of home-made soap, nearly the same eatables 
and sweetmeats, only that sorghum had taken 
the place of sugar in the latter. 

Contents of box November, 1863—a month 
later in the year than the last and two months 
later than the first: A comfort faced on one 
side with home-made oilcloth to keep out the 
rain, or to put next the ground when sleeping 
out in the weather; a flannel shirt made of a 
merino dress, doubled; two pair socks of 
mixed rabbit-fur and cotton; a cake of home. 
made soap; some sorghum cake, some 
sorghum preserves. sorghum sweet pickles, 
some sorghum candy, @ bottle of sorghum. 

How the box for the last winter of the war 
would have been filled is not easy to say. But 
alas, there was no need of a box, and all the 
covering the poor fellow then needed was an- 
other foot or so of Virginia earth. 


Makeshifts for Food and Raiment. 


Of the strange makeshifts for food and 
raiment to which the women of that period 
were driven I have spoken more fully else- 
where. Bonnets were mude of the silk coyer- 
ing of old parasols turned best side out, [ined 
with satin from an old coat sleeve, while some 
rooster specially favored by nature was made 
to furnish the feathery ornaments. ‘Hen ”’ 
parties—no man not too old to go to a 
party and not,in the army would have been 
invited—were held in which every lady 
present wore nothing in the way of apparel or 
ornament but her own handiwork. Home- 
spun dresses, dyed with home-made dyes, 
fastened with home-made buttons, were worn 
with squirrel-skin shoes, fish-scale earrmgs and 
breastpins, and watermelon-seed bracelets. 
Not that Confederate woinen were reduced to 
quite such straits as these last. They went to 
such extremes partly as a matter of pride and 
to show their independence. Yet the extrem- 
ity to which four years of blockude reduced 
them was dire enough. Silk purses were not 
made of sow’s ears, but silk dresses were 
made of old umbreila-covers. The fortunate 
possessor of a pair of kid gloves made them 
last twice as long by wearing only one 
at the time, Sometimes the same 
best dress, and especially the same 
bridal outfit, woul in turn serve 
alarge circle of friends. I can recall only 
one occasion on which Confederate ingenuity 
was defeated. It was the fashion then, as it 
was long afterward, to wear jute “ switches ”’ 
in the piace of false hair. A careless or un- 
lucky lady met with the calamity of Having 
hers devoured by the cow, and to her infinite 
discomfiture had to go till the end of the war 
minus that inseparable adjunct of femininity. 
Yet when the tyrant fashion struggled some- 
what belated through the blockade she 
proved not one whit less despotic here than 
elsewhere.. Sleeves and hoopskirts became 
large or small, and the hump grew fore or 
aft on the bonnet at her nod. 

But the women of that stirring time had 
energies enough for many things. One lady 
the wife of a large planter, not only furnished 
the entire clothing outfit for her husband’s 
company, even down to the shoes, caps, knap- 
sacks, and haversacks, home-made in material 
and workmanship, but composed a song and 
set it-to music to be sung at their final rally; 
all of these divers productions being by com- 

tent judges pronounced second to none. A 
ady coming through the lines from Ports- 
mouth, Va., resorted toa clever amugg ling feat 
to clothe her soldier husband. Being allowed 
to bring only female attire in her trunk, she 
proceeded to convert herself into a ipatetic 
furnishing establishment. Beneath her vol- 
uminous skirts—every yard of them suitable 
for army shirts—were worn a pair of men’s 
boots and trousers. Countless yards of ex- 
cellent gray coat cloth was made to appear as 
an Arab cloak. Suspended to the wires of 
her hoopskirt were sundry bottles of drugs, 
while even the hat she wore was & warm felt, 
bent, mashed, and ribbon-hid as only femi- 
nine ingenuity is capable of. The exploit of 
this lady was typical of many others. 

Necessaries at a Premium. 

What shall we eat? and wherewithal shall we 
be clothed? were certainly the burning ques- 
tions of those days. In the towns, where the 
refugee women and children mostly collected, 
many must have suffered from hunger. In- 
deed, how they subsisted at all, even with the 
vast charity which the period called into be- 
ing, isa mystery. Those who had the means 
took these unfortunates in, giving them food 
and shelter for months and often for years 
without pay. Still this left a la residue 

to shift for themselves, 


a month brought it home in the form of @ 
pound of very inferior coffee, 

House rent was so high that these refugees 
had to resort to the apartment system, several 
families livmgin the same house and em- 
ploying a common cook. A straitened house- 
wife tells how when meal was measured by 
the teacupful, even sorghum had grown 
acarce, and a mental record had to be kept of 
the size of the sweet potatoes counted out to 
the cook, lest some one should exchange her 
small tuber for your large one, she actually saw 
that functionary on one occasion rush into the 
dining-room and rescue one of these chang- 
liag yams while it was in the very act of be- 
ing eaten. Another lady tells how the war 
news acted toshape her daily bill of fare. 
Whenever Sherman, in his Atlanta campaign, 
was reported to have received a check, the al- 
lowance of cornmeal, peas, and sorghum 
was stinted, but when adverse tidings came 
she dealt out these luxuries with a lavish 
hand, well knowing that the only way to se- 
cure anything from his followers was to eat 
it before their arrival. 

Several bread riots occurred among the work- 
ingwomen ; one in Salisbury, N. C., and oneor 
more in Richmond, Va. In one of them a com- 
missary officer, accused of diverting govern- 
ment supplies to his owh use, wus ridden on 


rail by a party of amazons. The Coheed 


riot assumed such proportions, the desperate 
women looting the bakeries and then begin- 
ning an indiscriminate pillage, that some of 
the government officials, recommended that 
they be fired on. This advice President 
Davis rejected, ashe did the a of 
sepeege Bag street with cavairy, and hasten- 
ing to the scene he vainly urged the frenzied 
mob to disperse. But not until the fire en- 
gines were ordered out and cold water ap- 
plied did the trouble end. 


The Drama in New York City. 


Sydney Grundy’s drama, “Sowing the 
Wind,” continues in favor at the Empire The- 
ater in New York, there is no knowing when 
it_will be withdrawn. Its Chicago presentation 
will be at the Columbia, but not until Charles 
Frohman considers that New York has had 
enough of it. Such is Mr. Frohman’s policy. He 
produces his plays in New York and makes his 
money out of them in Chicago. 


‘*Charley’s Aunt”’ will return to New York 
next season. This in addition to staying at the 
Standard Theater all this season, where with its 
200th performance only a few nights off itis 
still packing — house at every representation. 
The comedy is also running in Boston, where it 
is in its fourth month turning people away. At 
the Hub the play cog? Soe moved from the Co- 
lumbia to the Park Theater, which is further 
down-town, and where it will remain all through 
the season. 


The spring tour of Charlies Frohman’s stock 
company has been abandoned. This is due to 
the extended success of Sydney Grundy’s play, 
“Sowing the Wind,” which is now in its twelfth 
week at the Empire Theater in New York. So 
marked is its popular interest that with its 100th 
night at hand Charlies Frohman has decided to 
retain the play at his theater until its Chicago 
evgagement begins. Miss Viola Allen’s acting in 
the leading réie has greatly enhanced repu- 
tation with metropolitan audiences.

RELIEF EXPENSES ARE DECREASED. 


Chicago, The 


Money Is Yet Needed to Care for the Most 
Urgent Cases. 

The continuation of pleasant weather . has 
hada healthful and beneficial effect upon 
trade and business interests generaliy. As a 
result, too, there has been a marked decrease 
in the amount of relief work heretofore done 
by the Centra! Association. During the last 
ten days it has reduced its daily expenses from 
$2,300 te $1,000. This decrease is duein a 
degree to a lack of funds rather than to the 
actual diminution of suffering and distress 
among the unemployed. So far as rendering 
aid to the unemployed on the down‘town 
streets is concerned that work is practically 
over. The cases now requiring immediate 
attention and all of which are of the most 
urgent character are those of families; and 
the reduction of the daily expenditures has 
been made upon the most economical basis, 
and is barely sufficient to meet the actual 
daily demand. It is believed that another 
month will see this state of affairs changed 
for the better, but until that time nothing 
short of the sum above named wil! enable the 
Central Relief to properly care for the cases 
of this character, embracing as they do fain- 
ilies who have not until the last moment 
asked or received aid from any source. It is 
hoped that the citizens of Chicago will see 
that the funds needed are promptly forth- 
coming.

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HEAD OF NAPOLEON I 
SHOCKING STORY OURRENT ON THE 
” PARISIAN BOULEVARDS. 


Old Emperor William Said to Have 
Claimed and Obtained the Head of the 
World’s Greatest CaptaineThe Receipt 
for the Ghastly Relic—Particulars Lack- 
ing, but It Is Claimed That the Cir- 
cumstances Are Sufficiently Decisive to 
Cause Intense Indignation in France. 


Paris Letter in the New York World: 
Among the contributions to what is not in- 
aptly named ‘ uncomfortable history,” a 
commentator of current events, Leon Bloy, 
has unearthed a sacrilege that promises to 
fire the Gallic heart. At a moment when 
Napoleon I. is part and parcel of the piquant 
present, M. Bloy seizes the chance to horrify 
his compatriots. Napoleon in his will wrote: 
** I will and wish that my ashes may repose 
Sh the banks of the Seine, among the 
French people that I lovedso well.’’ Readers 
of Thackeray will remember with what hypo- 
critic ostentation the Citizen King, Louis 
Philippe, carried out this behest; how all 
France broke into passionate attendrissement 
when the corpse of St. Helena, after six weeks’ 
wafting over lpnely seas, was paraded with the 
pomp and circumstance of glorious war, with 
marching columns of the veterans he had led 
from. Marengo to Moscow, bent but buoyant, 
through the weeping millions to the grandiose 
sepulture under the dome of the Invalides. 

Not satisfied with the humiliation of France 
by the coronation ceremony of a barbarian 
prince in the Bourbon holy of- holies—Ver- 
sailles—it seems that “the overpious William 
Hohenzollern coveted a/more pregnant em- 
blem of the victory of Teuton over Celt. Na- 
poleon had despoiled the tomb of the great 
Frederick and carried away the sword of the 
philosopher king. William, his godly de- 
scendant, went a world further. He claimed 
and obtained the head of Napoleon. 

M. Bloy recounts how one Isidore Chapuis, 
an adjuster of scales, finding poverty no recom- 
pense for patriotism, seized the. opportunity 
when the Commune was in control in 1871 to 
gratify the Hohenzollern craving. All public 
monuments and relics reeording the * brutal 
triumph of armed ambition’’ were ordered to 
be destroyed by the chiefs of the Commune. 
The exquisite Column Vendome, fabricated 
from the cannon captured by Napoleon in the 
war with Prussia in 1805-’6, was first to fall. 
Isidore Chapuis—in some occult way— 
proffered the body of Napoleon to the Ger- 
mans while still without the walls of Paris. 
The exact details have not come into M. 
Bloy’s possession, but he establishes a grew- 
some case of circumstantial deviltry bizarre 
enough to justify an ardent patriot in believ- 
ing anything. 

s it not enough to know that Chapuis was 
the embodiment of Dr. Samuel Juhnson’s 
definition of a patriot—a venal scoundrel, 
ready to sell his country and birthplace? 
Chapius was meaner, more miscreant than 
any term of condemnation in the French 
tongue of M. Biloy! What more natural, 
therefore, than his sale of Napoleon's head to 
the hateful Attila hovering at the gate? But 
if the particulars are lacking what proof could 
be more decisive than this, in the hand and 
under the seal of the nefarious Hohenzoilern? 


ISIDORE CHAPUIS THE . 
WILLIAM, 


RECEIVED FROM M. 
: HEAD OF NAPOLEON I. 

This kingly document, M. Bioy declares, 
was discovered among the effects of the odi- 
ous Chapuis last year, after Chapuis was 
crushed to death bya vehicle on the public 
highway. The document is dated at the head. 
quarters of the German investing army. and 
leaves no doubt in M, Bloy’s 
mind of its incontrovertible authentic- 
ity. From these bare and crudely epit- 
omized tacts may be easily imagined’ the 
dithyram bic delirium of the agitated historian. 
He exhausts the vocabulary of scriptural vi- 
tuperation to point the baseness of the Com- 
munard Chapius, to whom he denies even the 
equivocal motives of the agent in John the 
Baptist’s truncation. Voltaire’s sacred ashes 
were bought and scattered by the Bourbons. 
Cromwell’s head was resurrected to teach 
revolution a lesson on the spikes of Temple 
Bar. But it remained for that most loath- 
some of all sectaries, a Communard, te make 
a matter of pelf of the head of the world’s 
greatest Captain. 

It was remarked by Chapuis’ neighbors 
about the time of the sale that from painful 
indigency he suddenly exhibited an affluence 
rivaling the most prosperous citizens. He 
pretended that a kinsman in the provinces 
had died opportunely, leaving him heir to 
millions, and as everything was in confusion 
following the war his story was believed. His 
enemies charged his ill-gotten gains to the 
pillage carried on in the name of public good 
during the Commune, but as no charge could 
be fastened on the Judas he escaped all in- 
quisitorial rigors. 

What the venerable William did with Na- 
poleon’s head is not set forth, but it is easy 
fer an excited Frenchman to imagine the gory 
trophy enshrined in the sanctum of the Ger- 
man monarchs, wherein hours of ordeal it 
may be consulted for . guidance and in- 
spiration! Meanwhile, it may be  aaid, 
there has long existed a belief that the 
corpse of the exile of St. Helena 
has suffered some hideous change; that 
an examination in the dead hours of the 
night a few years ago revealed the headless 
trunk, and thatthe ministry of the day, not 
daring to provoxe inquiry, had the sarcopha- 
gus sealed and 4 perpetual guard set over the 
crypt. The more ardent Bonapartists pretend 
implicit belief in the Bloy narrative, and the 
profligate pretendent, Prince Victor, has, it is 
affirmed, commanded a Bonapartist Deputy 
to make the affair a question of State in the 
Asseinbly, for, whether true or not, the more 
agitation added to the merits of Napoleon the 
sooner the nation will recognize the need of 
another!

In addition to these party nominations sev- 
eral excellent men have been presented by 
petition in accordance with the new ballot 
law. The most notable of these are Addison 
Ballard in the Second Ward and William R. 
Manierre in the Twenty-fourth, both excel- 
lent men and in every way preferable to the 
nominees of either party in the two wards 
where they are candidates. Asa rule the Re- 
publican nominations in the various wards 
are excellent, and the nominees are deserving 
of supportin preference to the independents 
and the Democrats. The Republicans’ pro- 
pose to retain the services of such excellent 
Aldermen as Marrenner, Mann, Hepburn, and 
Noble, while they bave named as successors 
of those useful Republican Aldermen who 
have retired voluntarily such first-class men 
as Conrad Kahlerin the Twelfth and A. H. 
Watson in the Eleventh. Some of the unsat- 
isfactory Republican Aldermen are t> be re- 
placed by good men, also, Mr. Stanwood in 
the Thirteenth Ward instead of Mr. Swigart, 
for instance; Mr. Chadwick in the Thirty- 
fourth Ward in ‘place of Bartine, Charles 
Fuchs in the Fifth Ward instead of Vogt, and 
Mr. Butler in the Twenty-seventh Ward in- 
stead of Haussen. 

Through the general excellence. of their 
nominations also the Republicans stand a 
good chance to win seats from the Democrats 
in the Tenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-first, T wenty-fifth, Twenty- 
sixth, and Thirtieth Wards. There have been 
mistakes and blunders, however, on the Re- 
publican as well as on the Democratic side. 
The renominations of Horan, Cooke, Larson, 
and Acké¥man, who voted to pass the Watson 
ordinance over the Mayor’s veto, are worse 
than blunders, and the nomination of Bell in 
the Nineteenth Ward is disgraceful. The 
candidate is personally unfit to be Alderman 
and there is every evidence that his nomina- 
tion is in the interest of Ald. Powers, the 
chief of the Council combine. 

There is scarcely a redeeming feature on 
the Democratic side, except it be the renomi- 
nation of Ald. Tripp. Two useful, honest, con- 
scientious Democratic Aldermen, Ernst and 
Sexton, have been retired and two obscure 
persons have been named to take their places. 
One of them is a cheap street foreman and 
a political striker. In addition to Powers the 
Democrats also have renominated four of the 
Watsonite gang, and have in addition pre- 
sented nine cheap groggerykeepers as their 
candidates for membership in the Council. 
Except in the Second, Nineteenth, Twenty- 
third, and Twenty-eighth Wards the Re- 
publican candidates are in every way 
pfeferable to the Democrats and should be 
supported unless better men are presented by 
petition with fair prospect of success. 


MR. BURNHAM’S LETTER TO CARLISLE. 

The ietter written by D. H. Burnham, Pres- 
ident of the American Institute of Architects, 
to Secretary Carlisle, which the latter stig- 
matizes as “‘offensive and ungentiemanly,’’ 
will be indorsed by every fair-minded man. 
It was a sharp, vigorous, and forcible letter, 
but it was warranted by the circumstances. 
Under the law passed by Congress in March, 
1893, it was stipulated that plans for govern- 
ment buildings might be secured by competi- 
tion among the architects of the country. It 
w unfortunate that the law left the system 
discretionary with the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. Itshould have been a mandatory stat- 
ute. Such a law would have received the ap- 
proval of the people who have suffered so 
long from the evils attending the monopoly of 
plans by the supervising architect of the gov- 
ernment, It would have saved years of time 
and millions of money, and given the country 
handsome buildings instead of the present de- 
formities. 

From the memorial printed by the insti- 
tute it appears that its committee visited Mr. 
Carlisle a year ago and thathe agreed the 
government buildings should be constructed 
on the basis of competitive plans. In Janu- 
ary last the institute learned that the public 
building in Buffalo was to be erected on plans 
drawn upinthe government office, and that 
the evidence showed that it was an unworthy 
one. At the request of the people of Buffalo 
the institute lodged its protest with the gov- 
ernment architect, who treated it with con- 
tumely. The Executive committee then vis- 
ited Secretary Carlisle and was referred to 
the Assistant Secretary. It filed with him an 
exhaustive argument against the plans of the 
proposed building, and later Mr. Carlisle re- 
plied that the argument did not meet the ob- 
jections raised by his assistant, that it was too 
late anyway to try the competitive experiment 
with the Buffalo building, and that the insti- 
tute need not confer with him again unless 
it “could suggest the legislation neces- 
sary to accomplish the purposes desired.” 
In other words, Secretary Carlisle notified the 
institute that as he was not oliged to submit 
the plans to competition he was not going to 
do it, although he previously had agreed to do 
so. The institute naturally enough was not 
pleased with this cavalier treatment, and least 
of all Mr. Burnham, its President, who, as 
all Chicago knows, isa man of positive sen. 
timents andis not afraid to speak out in 
meeting when the occasion offers. Mr. Burn- 
ham replied te the Secretary, and, after re- 
viewmg the o es raised by the Treasury 
Department, he says:

see no others, although I am tolerably familiar 
with the workings of tne supervising architect 3 
office in Washington and entirely familiar with 
the law on the subject. 

You now inform us in effect that the law must 
be amended before you will act under it. I can 
see but one amendment which is needed to in- 
sure the satisfactory working of this measure, 
i. e., the introduction of a clause ordering the 
Secretary of the Treasury to carry out its 
plain intent and purpose, and not leaving it to 
his discretion. I have the honor to remain yours 


faithfully. 
This is the letter which Secretary Carlisle 


pronounces offensive and ungentlemanly. 
The suffering people will pronounce it vigor- 
ous, pertinent, and directly to the point. 
The Secretary has severed all rela tions with 
the institute. Hence it may be considered as 
settled he will continue the antiquated policy 
of the supervising architect’s office and that 
the wretched business of erecting shabby, 
tumble down buildings, like the Chicago one, 
will go on. ‘he plans in that office already 
are several years behind. This will make it 
certain that work must be hurried with the 
result of more monstrosities. Millions of 
money will*be thrown away without practical 
result, and in many cases the people will have 
to wait for years before public business can 
be imperfectly accommodated. The people 
now should rise to the support of the institute 
by.making a demand upon Congress to so 
amend the act of March, 1893, as to make it 
imperative upon the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to ‘submit plans to competition. Mr, 
Carlisle has shown himself in an offensive 
light in this business from first to last. Mean- 
while Mr. Burnham is to be commended for 
not submitting te official arrogance. 


AN INTERMEDDLING GOVERNOR. 

Gov. Altgeld found some defenders in his 
own party when he issued his pardon message, 
He has no defenders now when he attempts to 
take the control of Lincoln Park into his own 
hands for the purpose of making it a factor in 
politics instead of a pleasure ground for the 
people. Never before has a Governor of this 
State done anything which has met with such 
universal disapproval regardless of party. The 
explanation is that Illinois never before had a 
Governor like Altgeld. 

It is intimated in some of the ‘papers that 
the Governor is breaking down physically and 
that his mind is not always what it was. It is 
true that he is not well, as his Southern trips 
in search of health show, but itis not neces- 
sary to resort to the hypothesis of mental 
weakness to explain the demand for the resig- 
nation of the three Lincoln Park Commis- 
sioners or the selection, unquestionably in 
obedience toa suggestion which was equiv- 
alent to a demand, of a protégé of Mike Mc- 
Donald as Secretary of the West Park Board. 
These last performances are in line with what 
he has been doing ever since he was inau- 
gurated. 

His theory is that every office which he has 
the power to dispose of shall be utilized to the 
utmost for political purposes. It makes no 
difference whether it is a Park Commissioner- 
ship oran Insane Asylum Trusteeship. The 
interests of the park or of the insane are 
looked on aa subsidiary to political interests. 
He looks on the men whom he appoints as his 
men, whose duties to him outrank those they 
owe to the people. He expects them therefore 
to bearin mind their duty to him when 
making their appointments, and to choose 
either men whorn he desiguates-or those out of 
whom the maximum of political service can 
be obtained, The superintendent of a charita- 
ble institution may be a poor physician, but he 
is all right if he is an Altgeld man. It is a suf- 
ficient recommendation for a park superin- 
tendent if his political credentials are 
straight. 

The first thing Altgeld did after he was in 
office was to begin the regulation of the State 
institutions so as to make them Altgeld insti- 
tutions. It was not to be expected that those 
parks over which he has some control should 
fare any better. Here and there among the 
trustees of asylums and hospitals whom he 
appointed there was an independent man who 
wanted to be something more than a mere 
puppet, moving as Altgeld pulled the strings. 
He was removed whet he would not obey. 
Three Lincoln Park Commissioners having 
refused to be Altgeld’s tools, they must 
go too. They allowed the Governor 
to dictate their selection of a 
Secretary, but when it came to a Superintend- 
ent they revolted. The West Park Commis- 
sioners have put in a most objectionable man 
&¢ Secretary—a man redolent of the aroma 
of the Garfield Park track—and, seeing the 
fate of their Lincoln Park brethren, they will 
doubtless be obedient to the Governor in all 
things. 

The Governor wants to get all the political 
good he can out of Lincoln Park and to find 
places there for some of the active, energetic 
men who have been taking a prominent part 
in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Ward 
Democratic primaries. At the same time 
there is no doubt that he has ideas as to how 
the park should be managed and that he is 
firmly convinced that he knows how it should 
be run better than any other man on the 
North Side. He appointed Commissioners 
with the expectation that they would 
do whatever he ordered them; that 
if he thought the park should be 
improved ina.certain way they would do at 
once what he thought best. He has a mania 
for personal government. He thinks he 
knows everything best and wants his ap- 
pointees to all offices to have no minds of 
their own, but simply to execute his wise 
decrees. He knows more law than the Su- 
preme Court and more about managing a park 
than park experts, 

Altgeld’s course has been a consistent one 
from the beginning. But his earlier per- 
formances in making political machines out 
of State institutions did not attract as much 
attention, for fewer were interested in them, 
as this evident intention on his part to take 
personal charge for political purposes of Lin- 
coln Park, in which hundreds of thousands of 
Chicagoans have a most lively interest. 


EASTER AND THE PASSOVER. 

Easter Sunday falls this year on the 25th 
of March, which in the ecclesiastical calendars 
is marked as “Lady day.” This date is 
much earlier than usual, though three days 
after the earliest possible, the range being 
through the thirty-five days from March 22 
to April 25 inclusive, The date of the Jew- 
ish Passover falls nearly four weeks after 
Easter this year, though the two festivals oc. 
cur generally within a few days of each other, 
both being supposed to be fixed with refer. 
ence to the full moon that occurs next after 
the passage of the sun through the vernal 
equinox. The original intent seems to have 
been that Easter always should be celebrated 
en the Sunday next followmg the Passover, 
but if so the rule was subjected to some modi- 
fication nearly sixteen centuries ago by the 
Council of Nice, which sat in the year A. D. 
825. 
The intent of the rule then adopted for fix- 
ing the date of Easter was that the festival 
shouid be celebrated on the Sunday next fol- 
lowing the tirst full moon after the vernal 
equinox or the one coincident therewith. but 
the date taken for the equinoctial passage of 
the sun is Mareh 21, which is not correct in 
the later years of the present century. Also 
the calendar tables used for the moon are 
those of her mean motion only, which do not 
necessarily give results true to within, several 
hours of the actual opposition, because of the 
great eccentricity of the lunar orbit, As

reckoned in Chicago tine, which is six hours 


later than that of the English meridian of 
Greenwich, the sun will be on the line this 
year-at. about 9 o’clock in the morning of 
next Tuesday the 20th, and the full moon will 
occur at 8:11 in the morning of the next day, 
Wednesday. So there is notrouble about in- 
terpreting the rule for Easter this year. 

But the Jewish reckoning is more compli- 
cated. Its year consists of lunar months 
which alternately are 29 and 30 days each, 
and some years contain thirteen of these 
months, while others only have twelve. The 
date of the Passover full moon is fixed at 163 
days, or 23 weeks and 2 days, preceding the 
date of the next Jewish new year, which this 
time is computed to be Monday, the Ist of 
October next, and it throws the Passover cele- 
bration over to the April full moon instead of 
the one in March. The difference may be ex- 
plained partly by the statement that the 
Jewish calendar is based on the crude notion 
that nineteen solar years contain exactly two 
hundred and thirty-five synodical lunations, 
whereas it is well known that the difference 
in that time amounts to fully an hour anda 
half. It is easy to see that this error accumu. 
lates to a large one in the course of séveral 
centuries. The present is not the only in- 
stance of the two festivals differing by about 
amonth, In 1891 the Passover was not cele- 
brated till April 25, while Easter had veen 
observed March 29. 

Neither of these festivals is an anniversary 
celebration in the modern sense of the term, 
and it is not impossible that a few years 
hence far less importance will be attached to 
them than now, though at present they are 
fuding by comparison with their prominence 
several centuriesago. If thattime ever should 
arrive “the new moon of the year’’ that 
begins with spring will not be deemed spe- 
cially noteworthy more than the rest, but it 
always will be of interest to know when the 
sun passes from the southern hemisphere into 
the northern, that date marking the real com- 
mencement of the spring quarter and the 
summer half of the year for the north tem- 
perate zone, But there is no imperative ne- 
cessity for having that always accounted as 
falling on a stated date, and therefore no need 
for the Gregorian calendar in place of the 
Julian, which was used for many centuries 
previous to a very few years less than a hun- 
dred after the discovery of this continent by 
Columbus.

A NEW FACTOR IN SOCIAL EVOLUTION, 

The recent incorporation of the national or- 
ganization known as the General Federation 
of Womaa’s clubs, numbering a membership 
of 300 subordinate clubs with a constit- 
uency of 40,000 persons, is an evidense of 
something entirely new under the sun. Al- 
though it is barely twenty-five years since the 
oldest of these organizations came into 
existence they now embrace nearly every 
shade of literary, social, artistic, scientific, 
and humanitarian purpose, and have become 
so universal throughout the country that for- 
eigners now class them among our distinctive 
‘* institutions.”” If we were to undertake to 
trace them to their source we should find it, 
probably, in the Civil War, with its demands 
upon women for organized effort in the San- 
itary Commission, if not still further back in 
the anti-slavery movement in which women 
bore a considerable part. 

Our grandmothers put on caps at 30 and 
thought they had passed their usefulness at 
40; women now at the same age, or older, are 
in the front of affairs, chief advisers or man- 
agers in the church, the charity, and the 
school, bear their full part, indeed, in all the 
interests of life, except, perhaps, business and 
politics. Their equipment for these new 
spheres of action his been gained largely 
through their experience and training in their 
clubs. The importance of these associations 
to an outsider’s view is apparent froin the 
promptness and eagerness with which all! 
sorts of enterprises, good, bad, or indifferent, 
all fads and hobbies, seek t> gain the prestige 
of indorsement and assistance from the prin- 
cipal woman's club of their community. 

The objectors to this new order, if any such 
remain unconverted, will say: Where are the 
homes during this time? Are not these neg- 
lected while the mother studies literature, or 
art, or political economy? On the contrary, 


it is not those who depreciate but those who 


magnify their office as home-makers, those 
who realize the tremendous issues involved in 
their task, that seek a personal connection 
with all forms, interests, opportunities, “and 
possibilities of life. What less equipment 
will suffice for the rearing of human beings 
whose mental constitution is the most difficult 
of all studies and whose physical, mental, 
and moral health depends upon the knowl- 
edge and application of all sciences? 

And what is true of the home is true also 
of society and of conversation, which gives 
the tone to society. ‘‘ Conversation as an art 
exists only in France,” said Mme. de Staél, 
and truly the Frenchwoman’s salon, as we 
read of it in the eighteenth century, seems to 
have justified the claim. Conversation that is 
worthy the name implies worthy subjects. It 
used to be said that a woman’s range of talk 
was limited to.the three D’s—Dress, Domes- 
tics, and Diseases. But the supreme reign of 
these topics has passed away. When women 
assemble weekly to consider the everlasting in 
nature or philosophy the temporary in their 
own household or their neighbor’s comes to 
seem of less absorbing interest. 

Still it cannot be claimed that the woman’s 
club is entirely adequate to the task of raising 
conversation to Mme. de Staéi’s standard. 
This would require that men engage in it as 
well as women. Itis much to be regretted 
that men seem to feel so little *‘ cull” toward 
associations which would do so much to foster 
what might restore, amid the trivialities of 
so-called society, the lost art of conversation. 
They urge that they have no tithe by day, and 
that by night they are tired; that business is 
absorbing and will not permit a divided 
attention. Yet this seems but a feeble plea 
when one reflects that the most eminent men 
in literature and science have become so, not 
because literature and science were in the 
line of their business, but because they would 
make the time for such pursuits. 

It used to be charged against women that 
they were obstacles in the progress of the 
world because of their conservatism. It was 
said they were provincial and narrow and 
they would continue to support an effete the- 
ory, scheme, or custom long after men had 
outgrown it. But itnow appears that this 
was not because provincialism was innate to 
woman, but because, through lack of know!- 
edge, she measured all things from a shorter 
base linethan man, But since the problems 
of church and state have begun to claim her 
attention, since she has sought to know how 
other believers look at matters of faith and prac- 
tice, she has grown cosmopolitan, and the re- 
proach of being a brake on the wheels of civ- 
ilization is as far as possible from being true, 

That-close student of our American civili- 
zation, De Tocqueville, long ago said: “ If I 
were asked to what the singular prosperity 
and growing strength of the American people 
ought to be attributed I should reply, To the 
superiority of their women.” If that keen. 
sighted observer of forty years ago could re- 


visit us doubtless he would be surprised at 
our social evolution along the lines then so 
faint as to be unnoted by ourselves, and 
would predict that the Ameriean woman is 
likely to become more and more a powerful 
shaping force in American civilization. 


REFORM OF MANKIND. 

Col, ** Bob” Ingersoll has written by in- 
vitation to the New York Advertiser his views 
on the solution of the great social problem, 
and the opinions are among the most valuable 
of all that the redoubtable agnostic has given 
to the world. Thecase is succinctly stated by 
him in the remark that in the savage state 
human wants are so few that all men are 
about equal, but as civilization comes in the 
wants of man increase, the divergence of in- 
tellect becomes marked, and necessarily nine- 
tenths of the people are failures. They do not 
succeed in competition with the brightest. 
‘In civilized life there will always be fail- 
ures, and you cannot make men happy by leg- 
islation.”” The genius ¢annot be prevented 
from getting ahead, and “ you cannot better 
mankind until you make his mind and heart 
better,” 

. So long as the human army keeps marching 
there will Always be laggards and stragglers. 
All cannot keep the same pace, physically or 
intellectually, unless the rataof progress be 
so slow as to be an injustice to the great ma- 
jority who could move faster and are wearied 
bydelay. But the Socialist plan for reform is 
that the men who arein the vanguard shall 
halt and wait for the laggards to catch up with 
the procession. This is unfair not only to the 
swifter-footed ones but toa much larger num- 
ber than that of those it is proposed to accom- 
modate, Therefore it is not right. ‘We 
ought constantly to raise the standard of 
human excellence,” and not deem it a duty to 
keepitdown ona level with the heads of the peo- 
ple of the smallest stature, Infact we cannot 
do this. Changing the laws will not accom- 
plish it. ** The few geniuses are bound tocome 
tothe top. Itissimply a question of the success 
of the brightest.”” The man who sees cer- 
tain property selling at farless than he be- 
lieves it to be worth buys it, and sells out a 
year or two later ata big profit, exercises an 
inalienable right. He cannot be prevented, 
nor can the one who turrs out, manufactured 
product so much more cheaply than some 
others have done before him that they are un- 
able to compete and are thrown out of em- 
ployment till they can find work in other 
channels, The cdoperative commonwealth 
would not abolish all the evil, for the range 
of its action is narrow. It deals only with the 
lower wants. ‘ The getting of bread and but- 
ter is not the only aim in life.” 

**Pope Bob” gives some valuable hints in 
regard to the betterment of society by dealing 
properly with its worse elements. He says we 
send a man to prison for five years, and on his 
release give him acheap suit of clothes and 
money enough to take him back to his former 
home. After seeking in vain for employment 
he feels forcedSto change.his mage and deny 
the fact of his imprisonment. He soon drifts 
back into crime, because he finds that society 
is arrayed against him. “Every convict 
ought to be allowed to earn at least 20 cents 
per day, sothat at the end of five years he 
could go out into the world with several hun- 
dred dollars to begin an honest life. More- 
over, he should be allowed to take a new name 
on leaving the prison. This would be genuine 
reform.’ Ingersoil tells how a_ re- 
cent Parliamentary Commission found 
that 97 per cent of the convicts sent to the 
penal colony in New South Wales had learned 
tw live better lives and become honest men. 
Then the government wisely madea great ef- 
fort to improve their surroundings and there- 
by aroused new hope in their minds and high- 
erimpulses, Finally all the penal records 
were burned, so that nobody in the future 
could point to Smith or Jones or any other 
colonist as having deacended from a_ convict. 
“That was a noble reform.” 

To this Taz Trreuns adds that it cannot be 
denied that in this frespect men and women 
have been made better by legislation or in 
consequence of it. But as a general rule laws 
do not make people better or happier except 
as they tend to stimulate to the exertion of 
mind or body, or both, which is necessary to 
individual success. Thatistheaim of judi- 
cious protection to home industry, which 
calls out the energies of the people. Itis the 
aim of legislation for the protection of life 
and liberty and the property of the citizen, 
which encourages him to work by himself and 
in concert with others for the good of the 
whole community. But such good ends are 
not subserved by laws which tend to prevent 
the reform of those who have fallen. A _ peo- 
ple cannot be made richer or happier by re- 
ducing by one-half the value of its measuring 
units, whether those be the dollar, the bushel, 
the yardstick, or the pound weight. The 
mind and the heart must be made better by 
education, and if that education does not in- 
clu de home truths like this it ia so far a fail- 
ure. 


SINGULAR MINISTERIAL VIEWS, 

The fact has just been made public that 
Col. Breckinridge, whom Miss Pollard is suing 
for breach of promise, was married privately 
in New York to his present wife three months 
before the public ceremony was performed at 
Cincinnati. Thus during a portion of the time 
when he was promising Miss Pollard, in order 
to get rid of her importunities, that he would 
marry her soon, he was already married. 
This gallant gentleman appears to have had 
all along a remarkable facility for lying. 

The minister who performed the New York 
ceremony, and who hag just filed a marriage 
certificate which the law says shall be re- 
turned within ten days, is the Rev. Dr. John 
R. Paxton, formerly of the West Presbyte- 
rian Church, but who is filling no pulpit at 
this time and 1s taking a vacation from cler 
ical labors. He was at Washington and Jef- 
ferson College with Col. Breckinridge, and 
they have been friends since then. It was 
natural, therefore, that the distinguished Con- 
gressman from Kentucky should call on him 
to perform the marriage ceremony and ask 
him to keep the fact a secret. It is not sur- 
prising also that the minister, to oblige a 
friend, should disregard the provision of the 
law requiring him to return the certificate in 
ten days. But it sounds strangely whena 
minister says, as Dr. Paxton does in an inter- 
view in one of yesterday’s papers: ‘* What do 
I care for statutory law ora fine when I can 
oblige a friend? Why, I will just pay the 
fine. Iam willing to-stand by a friend.”’ 

This statement is not as astonishing, how- 
ever,as the defense of Col. Breckinridge to 
be found in the same interview. After 
praising the eloquence, the soldierly qualities, 
and the Congressional! career of Col. Breckin- 
ridge, his warm heart and his joyal friend- 
ships, Dr. Paxton is quoted as saying that 
this old friend of his— 

Was so constituted that he could never see a wom- 
an who was fair without devoting himself to her. 
If he ruined this young woman, then it was from 
his constitutional weakness. Such gallantry as 
his is a disease, just as kleptomania and drunk- 
enness are diseases. In his opinion the best of 
men have their weak points, and it was not al- 


ways the men with the longest and most 
sanctimonious faces that were exempt. 


College friendship must have a powerful 
effect on Dr. Paxton to make him look on se- 
duction, adultery, treachery to a wife, and

REALESTATE MARKET 


SALES OF PROPERTY ARE FEW, BUT 
PRICES ARE FIRM. 


The Sound Financial. Condition of Holders 
Is the Prop of the Market—With the 
Ending of Tariff Agitation a Steady 
Growth Is Expected=—Merchants Favor 
Wabash Avenue for an “LL” Road= 
Many Business Leases Written—Archi- 
tects and Builders, 


With notable persistency the réal estate 
market holds its own. The dealers who are 
inclined to be bearish cannot show much to 
indicate a general slump. On the contrary, 
the more hopeful ones declare that the out- 
look is even promising. And for what they” 
have to say there seem to be fair reasons. 
Although the hard times have been on for 
nearly a year, real estate prices remain prac- 
tically firm. It ig noticeable that but few 
sacrifice bargains! have been on the market, 
and the prospective buyers who have been 
holding off, thinking that eventually the bot- 
tom would drop out of the market and valua- 
ble investments could be made, are failing in 
the realization of such results. 

The prop of the matket seems to be the 
strong financial condition of property-holders, 
Real estate is not incumbered sufficiently to 
force owners to sell their holdings in order to 
meet financial obligations. The last depres- 
sion in 1878 found many mortgages on hold- 
ings. Interest at 10 per cent was more com- 
mon than unusual, and the load proved too 
heavy for the slow market of that period. In 
consequence there was a state of demoraliza- 
tion which does not now exist and cannot be 
reasonably anticipated. As indicated, the 
ability of holders to retain their possessions 
is what leads to the belief that little deprecia- 
tion in values may be expected. This feel- 
ing is further stimulated by a generally 
fixed impression that the worst has been 
reached and that a reaction must be for the 
better. With the ending of the tariff discus- 
sion and the general. resumption of public 
confidence and investment on established 
lines it is felt that the real estate market must 
respond favorably with other values, Aspurt 
is not expected, but a steady growth is. 

Additional reasons for believing that the 
situation is as indicated lie in the inability 
of would-be purchasers to make terms with 
would-be sellers. The prospective purchaser 
insistsupon a reduced price, and the pros- 
pective seller insists upon a reasonable profit. 
The result is a lack of sales and the mainte- 
nance of a_ slow but unyielding market. 

Agreeable to the statement of reiative firm- 
ness in property values is the annual report to 
the stockholders of the Calumet and Chicago 
Canal and Dock company. President Otis in 
that report notes, after saying the sales for 
1892 were $187,333, while in 1893 they 
were $142,754, that ** Considering the de- 
pressed state of the real estate market, our 
showing is not unfavorable. The percentage 
obtained over our inventory price was on the 
sale of lots 27 per cent and cn acres 33 per 
cent,” 

Keferring again to sales the report says: 
‘** While the sales of property have been light 
during the last six months, renewed activity 
among the industries and the opening of 
spring will without doubt bring inquiries for 
our property. There were several inquiries 
for both dock and acre property during the 
summer for legitimate uses, that on account 
of the threatening times did not result in 
sales; but it is fair to assume that with more 
mooeyene times these inquiries will be re- 
newed. 

During the year 62.946 acres weré sold at 
$118,130, and twenty-five lots at $25,623. 
The price realized over inventory values 
amounted to $34,915.

In the asylums for the insane alone there are 
stthis tithe probably 5,000 or 6,000 men 
and wornen who are cared for by the State. 
Thereare four of these institutions, located 
respectively at Anna, Jacksonville, Kan- 
akee, and Elgin. Their management 
is the result of years of experience and a 
lavish outlay of money. It has been com- 
mended by humanitarians over all the civil- 
ed world. The plan is comprehensive and 
stthe same time productive of the best re- 
sults, It has been singularly free from scan- 
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dal. Misappropriations and defalcations have 
been few and far between. Charges of mis- 
management on the part of superintendents 
sfasylums for the insane have been the ex- 
seption to the general rule, Illinois has just 
cause to be proud of its charities, which have 
been exagnined over and over again by the 
auth es of other States. In fact, the sys- 
tem which obtains in Illinois has been fol- 
lowed largely and with the best results. 

The asylum for the insane at Elgin is one of 
the largest of these charities. It was founded 
sbout 1870. For its erection, maintenance, 
and support appropriations from 1869 to 
1891, inclusive, were made aggregating 
$3,091,746, and out of this money one of the 
most magnificent charities in all the United 
Btates has been erected and maintained. 


March 9, 1894, there were 1,111 patients in 


this institution, of whom 578 were males and 
533 femaies.

The Super- 
intendent has charge of all accounts and 
books of the institution. He has everything 
to do and everything and everybody to watch. 

Dr. Loewy goes over all the grounds and 
buildings both by day and night. He carries 
keys which admit him into every room in the 
asylum. Sometimes he gets out of his bed 
at 2 or 3a. m. and spends a couple of hours 

oing through the wards. He wants to satisfy 
iimself of the safety and security of the 
patients. He looks after the attendants and 
sees they are awake and vigilant. 

There are two supervisors at the Elgin 
Asylum and they are executive officers of the 
institution next in rank to the Superintendent. 
They have direct charge of the patients, of 
the medicines administered, and of the food, 
and general or special diet. They supervise 
the work of the attendants and look after the 
personal condition of the patients. They re- 
ceive the men and women when they come to 
the institution and make all the arrangements 
for the burial of the dead. 

Each patient on coming to the institution 
goes under the immediate care of a super- 
visor. A matron looks after the women. The 
patients are bathed, and the supervisor notes 
on blanks provided for that purpose all scars, 
bruises, or abrasions on their bodies, Fre. 
quently the patients have been battered by 
attendants in detention hospitals or during 
restraint have bruised themselves. In many 
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instances they are violent when received. The 
supervisors are expected to pacify the pa- 
tients and quiet their fears and apprehensions. 
Their clothing is examined, Ifit is bad it 1s 
burned immediately and a new supply issued. 

Ordinarily the patients are brought from 
the Elgin stations to the asylum in carriages 
and hacks. They are so wild sometimes they 
kick out the doors and break the windows. 
Not long ago an insane man was brought 
in under _ restraint. His legs were 
shackled and his hands cuffed together. 
His body was wrapped in a blanket. 
The patient was cold and sick. The ther- 
mometer showed a temperature of 0. The 
supervisor took the irons off the insane man, 
put him in a warm bath, gave him clothes, 
and soon had him in a comfortable ward. He 
became quiet and was able to tell who he was 
and gave many items of personal history, 
which were recorded in the books of the insti- 
tution. 

The position ef supervisor is difficult and 
arduous to fill. ‘The male supervisor has 
been connected with the Elgin institution for 
many years and his record is excellent. 

There are 191 employés at the Elgin asy- 
lum, 104 males and eighty-seven females. 
Ninety-five of these are attendants, forty- 
three majes and fifty-two females. The at. 
tendants are paid monthly salaries. The men 
get from $25 to $35 and the women $16 to 
522, dependgg on proficiency and length of 
service. In prosperous times the posi- 
tions are not in demand. In close finan- 
cial days the seekers for them are 
pumerous. They hve with the inmates, 
watching them, caring for them, and walking 
with them, Night and day the patients are 
under surveillance, The attendants lead try- 
ing lives. | They have little time for them- 
selves and their recreation is limited. They 
stand regular watches in their respective 
wards, and their positions are anything but 
enviable. They must see the patients do not 
obtain knives, or bottles, or anything which 
could be used asa weapon. They must pre. 
vent patients from self-injury or the injury of 
others. 

Dr. Loewy is a close buyer. He gees into 
every market and makes his purchases at the 
lowest figures for cash. He says he never 
buys anything he does not want and by the 
exercise of economy and care he hus been 
able to make a large reduction in the cost of

All 
chairs are taken from the wards in the even- 
ing and locked up, lest violent patients get 
them and use them for weapons. Then the 
doors are left open all night. This promotes 
cleanliness and insures better ventilation.

| painters and carpenters to keep the institution 


in order and he hopes to have some help of a 
substantial nature from the next session of 
the General Assembly. 

The cooking is all done in large kitchens, 
and the patients, with the exception of those 
that are sick and confined to their beds, eat in 
large dining-rooms. Dr. Loewy believes in 
& generous and ample diet because he says it 
keeps the patients in better physical and 
mental condition. The morning meal is made 
of oatmeal, fried steaks or chops, potatoes, 
and coffee. The noon repast is of .roast and 
boiled meat, with vegetables; and the supper 
of cold meat, bread and butter, boiled rice, 
or same other farinaceous article of food. 
Pies are served twice each week and fish of 
some kind every Friday. The patients actual- 
ly get all they want to eat, and it is cooked in 
as healthful a manner as is possible consider- 
ing the great number to be cared for. Some 
of the patients arf@allowed knives, forks, and 
spoons, while others of suicidal tendency are 
only permitted to use spoons. Before leaving 
the dining-room the attendants collect all the 
knives and forks and count them, lest the 
patients carry them off and .use them for 
weapons. After the count is made and found 
correct, the patients are permitted to return 
to their wards. 

The appropriations made by the last Gener- 
al Assembly for repairs and new buildings 
were inconsequential. The most noteworthy 
item was that of anew amusement hall and 
gymnasium, to cost $27,500. The Commis- 
sioners found in the institution a great num- 
ber of patients who could not be treated satis- 
factorily while théy werein the company of 
other insane people, and the trustees decided 
to use this money for the erection of a male 
hospital. They erected a magnificent build- 
ing of stone, 47x94 feet, for this purpose. It 
accommodates from sixty to seventy patients 
and 1s fitted up with all modern hospital ap- 
pliances. Its beneficial results are great and 
emphasize the accuracy of the judgment of 
the trustees in the erection of the building. 
The present management will not ask the en- 
largement of the institution in any particular 
other than a small appropriation for the erec- 
tion of a ward for the care of female patients 
who are taken ill. This undoubtedly will be 
granted. , 

A sidetrack from the railroads should be 
built into the institution grounds. There is 
none at present and everything in the way of 
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cines are speedily conveyed to theattendants, 
who give them to the patients. 

Dr. Loewy’s articles of faith respecting the 
management of insane asylums will be read 
with interest: ‘*I tie myself to no ism or 
theory as respects medicines, I believe in the 
administration of whatever individual cases 
require,’ said the doctor. He was asked 
about restraints, the one question of all others 
which has created 80 much talk relative to the 
asyluins for the insane. 

‘* If restraint is to be used,”’ he said, “ it 
must be applied under medical direction and 
with ali caution. It should never be used ag 
a punishment, simply asa curative measure, 
Ihold restraint to be justifiable under four 
conditions: 
| “ First—Where tthe patient attempts self-in- 


jury. 

‘** Second—Where the patient attempts the 
injury of others. 

** Third—Where patients unclothe them. 
solves. 
‘* Fourth—Where it is desirable to secure 
the proper action of some remedial agent. 

‘* Let me explain this moreclearly. Sup- 
pose a patient breaks an arm or leg, necessi- 
tating setting the same and the application of 
splints; ~or it becomes. necessary to use 
poultices on the bodies of highly nervous 
patients. In many cases the sufferers tear off 
bandages, splints, poultices; etc., and to se- 
cure proper benefit to the patients themselves 
restraint is absolutely necessary. The work 
is done under the personal supervision of the 
attending physician, and a record showing the 
duration and character of the restraint is kept 
in the asylum office, where any visitor can 
freely examine it.”’ 

The Superintendent, as stated in the fore. 
going, has charge of the entire establishment. 
He supervises everything and his word is law. 
There is no appeal from grees of this 
execitive officer. He is fesponsible to the 
trustees, and to them alone. He appoints all 
subardinate officers and assistants superin- 
tending* the buildings, grounds, and farm; 
and he has charge of the furniture, fixtures, 
and stock, Hedirects such medical, moral, 
and physical treatment as in his judgment 
will be best adapted for the relief of the 
patients. The Superintendent must inform 
himself as to the condition of the patients and 
be assured of the correctness of the daily 
records and reports of the assistant physician. 
He must see thata complete history is kept

‘The doctor says the reduction in cost has 
not been achieved by a corresponding re-

Murdered Man’s Dog Dixie and Her Wist- 
ful Search for Her Master. 

Among the many steadfast personal friends 
of the late Dr. Patrick Henry Cronin there 
is perhaps but one whose name never hitherto 
has been mentioned publicly. Dixie, the 
friend in question, is only a small Skye ter- 
rier. She had barely arrived at canine ma- 
turity when the tragedy took place, and 
though nearly five years have passed since then

there is evidence that the tiny creature still 
remembers her missing master and looks for 
his return, On several occasions, some of 
them quite recent, she has been seen to trot 
briskly up to a man in the street, examine 
his dimensions scrutinizingly, sniff around 
him eagerly, and at last looks up with a 
speaking face of wistfulness and disappoint- 
ment. Invariably the man in whom she took 
such an interest was tall and well built, was 
well dressed, and carried himself like an ath- 
lete—was such a man in fact as might at a 
distance be reasonably mistaken for Dr. Cro- 
nin, if there were any room for the suspicion 
that he still walked the earth. This curious 
behavior hus been noticed by  sev- 
eral persons, and has been much-com- 
mented on by the doctor’s friends, who one 
and all accept the same theory in explanation 
of it, that she is *‘ looking for the doctor.”’ 

Dixie acknowledges the ownership of Mrs, 
T. T, Conklin, in whose household she con- 
siders herself second in command. She re- 
sided in the Conklin flat on North Clark street 
during the last few years of the life of the 
friend whose absence: she mourns, Though 
not strictly speaking a member of the Cronin 
committee, she is on terms of cordial friend- 
ship with every member of that body and 
never fails to make an effusive demonstration 
of welcome when one of the members visits 
the Conklius. It is not, indeed, entireiy cer- 
tain whether on such occasions she regards 
herself as the hostess or merely as assisting 
in the reception, but there is never any doubt 
as to the spontaneity of her wel- 
come. She has attended most of the 
committee meetings and may be said to have 
presided at several of them, as her place is 
usually on the table in front of the secretary, 
who isa special favorite. This,. of course, 
has never interfered with the secretarial func- 
tion, as the matters discussed have mostly 
been of too secret a character to be intrusted 
to writing. While occupying this or any other 
convenient stage Dixie will sometimes volun- 
tarily exhibit the various Delsartean poses 
and other accomplishments which the doctor, 
her first and principal instructor, taught her 
in her early youth. 

Though she seems to distinguish Dr. 
Cronin’s friends by particular attention Dixie 
is affable to all well behaved people. 
She is dainty in her tastes. She has no objec- 
tion to being arrayed in ribbons or any other 
suitable adornments other than the muzzles 
sometimes prescribed by authority for out- 
door wear. She prefers to dine off a plate 
and to drink from a glass, and though per- 
emptory sometimes in the enunciation of 
her wishes she is usually conciliatory and is 
always a pleasing and intelligent conversa- 
tionalist. But for all her daintiness she is one 
of the most uncompromising enemies of rats 
that can be found and rarely fails to wreak 
ruthiess slaughter on a luckless rodent when 
she has half a chance of catching it. This 
animosity she may at times dissemble at the 
request of a Jady, but if her escort be a man 
there is no restraining her. 

Though Dixie’s friends are all stern up- 
holders of law and order Dixie herself is an 
unconvinceable little rebel whenever the 
municipal ordinarces infri upon any ac- 
customed canine privilege. When condem 
to wear the abhorred muzzle during a time of 
hydrophobia scare she will rather sit down 
and wrestle with the instrument of restraint 
for an hour than carry it tamely for a single 
block.

Mr. Bernier has a dog 

that can foretell an

can any rheumatic or weather man who ever 
made a prediction. Its name is ‘Shep,’ and 
it has the reputation of being a good-natured, 
honest, and faithful dog that never dida mean 
thing in its life. Among the canines of the 
West Side “‘Shep”’ is an old settler, and, al- 
though he gets no pension for injuries re- 
ceived in the battles foughtin younger days, 
he is well taken care of 1n his old age. In his 

outhful days he worked on a farm as a 

‘churn-dog’’ and earned his three mealsa day 
and lodging. He now belongs to the army of 
unemployed, but does not depend on charity 
for a livmg. In appearance “Shep” isa 
prepossessing and wise-looking dog, with long 
ears, nose slightly Roman, and long, shaggy 
locks, fast turning gray. Though much given 
to melancholy in the evening of life, he al- 
ways is sagacious and sometimes does cute 
things. r. Bernier relates the story of 
‘‘Shep’s’’ remarkable career and peculiar 
faculty of prophecy as follows: 

‘* Until he was3 years old * Shep’ belonged 
to my father-in-law, John Tobin, who lives 
on a farm near Springfield. He was always 
a special favorite of my wife and.when we 
moved to Chicago we brought him with us, 
When a well-grown pup he was at times in- 
clined to be cross, and being particularly so 
on one occasion we chained him to a tree, the 
trunk of which divided itself into two branches 
as it grew up, making practically two trees 
inone. ‘Shep’ was tied to the smaller of 
these branches, and afew hours later a heavy 
thunder-storm came up. It was one of the 
worst storms that ever crossed Central Lli- 
nois. We hurriedly drove all thecattle into 
shelter and fled to the house. In our fright 
and haste poor ‘ Shep’ was — and he 
was left out in the storm. e anon 
flashed and peal after peal of thunder sound- 
ed for a half hour, when suddenly there 
came a mighty crash which shook 
the old farm-house to its foundation, and we 
felt we were doomed. Upon recovering 
from our fright I stepped out-doors to see 
where the lightning struck. Fifty yards from 
the house.I saw that the larger branch of the 
tree to which ‘ Shep’ was chained was rent 
in twain and had fallen to the ground. The 
smaller branch wasleft unharmed. The shock, 
however, passed through to the trunk of the 
smaller branch, and, being conducted by the 
chain, reached poor ‘Shep’ and laid him 
stiff on the ground. We of course thought 
he was dead, and I threw him into the barn- 
yard intending to bury him next morning. 

** But’ Shep’ was not dead. Imagine our 
surprise when seated at the supper table a few 
hours later we heard an accustomed scratch 
at the kitchen door. Thedoor was opened and 
in walked ‘Shep’ with a sad look on his 
face. Ever after that day ‘Shep’ always has 
cried and howled and run impatiently about 
the house a few hours before approa 
storms have arrived.’”’

It was a happy thought on the part of 
Charles Scribner’s Sons to issue in a popular 
edition ** In the Footprints of Charles Lamb,”’ 
by Benjamin Ellis Martin. Besides two por- 
traits of him whom Swinburne calls the 
‘* best beloved of English writers,’ the work 
contains a dozen pictures of the houses 
wherein Lamb lived, worked, or regaled him- 
self, beginning with the Inner Temple, where 
he spent his childhood, and ending with that 
last home in Edmonton Churchyard, where 
he rests beside the sister who was his lifelong 
companion. It is fitting that these scenes 
should be preserved in the hearts of men, 
because the name of Charles Lamb is one 


that is growing dearer to all English-speaking 
people as the years rail by; and the places as- 
sociated with his life and death are bound to 
be sought by literary pilgrims. Americans, 
strangely enough, are more reverent of -the 
Meccas of English literature than the En- 
glish themselves. Witness the service that Mr, 
Lawrence Hutton rendered to the mother 
tongue in his “ Literary Landmarks of Lon- 
don.”’ Witness, too, the experience of the 
present author, Mr. Benjamin Ellis Martin, 
during his visit to Edmonton: 

From Lamb’s cottage in Edmonton itis but 
two minutes’ walk to the great, desolate vo 
yard, encircling all about the ancient ¢ 
whose square, squat, battlemented tower 
its mellow tints through dark masses o . 
Service was ing on when I went for the first ' 
time to this spot, a few years since, and I waited 
until the officiating clergyman had finished his 
functions, that I might learn the location of the 
grave I had come so far to see. He could nog 
tell me! He had heard that Charles Lamb was 
buried in his churchyard. but he had never seen 
the grave, nor had he been unduly inquisitive 
about it. The parson’s ignorance, the o rity 
and desolation of the grave, the shocking structurg 
of the stonemason order of architecture dominate 
ing it, well-cared for, and aggressively com- 
memorating one “Gideon Rippon of the le 
House, Edmonton, and of the Bank of England”; 
all this is typical of the relation borne ‘by litera- 
ture to genteel society in England. Its combined

t will be noted that names were suppressed 
in the report (except the doctor’s), a delicacy 
that would not be observed by our end-of-the- 
century newspapers or tolerated by our end- 
of-the-century public. 

Charles entered upon his self-imposed task, 
never uttering a complaint, except perhaps 
on Mary’s'relapse in 1800, when he wrote to 
Coleridge: 3 

Mary, in consequence of fatigue and anxiety, is 
fallen ill again, and | was obliged to remove her 
hoe tra I am jeft alone in a house, with noth- 
| but Hetty’s dead body {a servant] to keep 
mecompany. Tomorrow! bury her, and then I 
shall be quite alone, with nothing but a cat to 
remind me that the house has been full of living 
beings like myself. My heart is quite sunk, and 

don’t know where to look forrelief. Mary will 
get better again, but her constantly being.dpa ble 
to these attacks is dreadful: nor is it thw Yeast 
\of our evils that her case and all our story is so 
wellknown around us. We are in a manner 
marked. ... Lam going to try and get a 
friend to come and be with me tomorrow—I am 
completely shipwrecked. 

The sister’s most distressing attack occurred 
on their way to Paris: a tour taken with need- 
Jess rashness in the summer of 1822. She 
was seized with her mania in the diligence, 
not far from Amiens, and had to be left there 

in charge of the nurse, whom they had taken 
with them for just this emergency. It pleases 
ene to learn that the friend who met and 
helped them there was an American, John 
Howard Payne, author of ‘‘Home, Sweet 
Home.”’ Heescorted Mary to Paris, when 
ghe was fit to travel, two months later. 

_ Mary Lamb had her own share of literary 
genius, as her work in “Tales from Shaks- 

re”’ fully testifies. Her nature was singu- 

rly beautiful when it was unciouded by her 
inherited malady. And she had to bear with 
her brother’s foibles and infirmities, for he 
Was no full-fledged angel despite his amia- 
bility. In all matters Charles depended 
greatly upon her. ‘‘She 1s older and wiser 
and better than I, and all my wretched imper- 
fections I cover to myself hy resolutely thinking 
on her goodness.’’ During each frequent re- 
‘currence of her pitiful craze—when she was 
forced to be “‘from home,” as he lovingly 


_and tenderly phrased it—he was lost and help. 


less. “I miss a prop. All my strength is 
gone, and Iam like a fool, bereft of her eco- 
operation. I dare not think, lest I should 
think wrong, so used am Ito look upto her 
in the least as in the biggest perplexity.” 

Itis hard to believe that there was strain 
of insanity in the woman who uttered this bit 
of wisdom: 

“ Let men alone, and at last we find they come 
around to the right way, which. we, by a kind of 
intuition, perceive at once. But better, far bet- 
ter that we should let them often do wrong, than 
that they should have the torment of a monitor 
always at their elbows.’’ Guided by such price- 
less principles, it is no wonder that she suc- 
cee in never crossing that thin line which 
divides the domain of the judicious adviser, the 
opportune helner, from that of the untimely, in- 
cessant, ineffective Nagger. She once said, * Our 

ibe for each other has been the torment of our 

ves”’—torment and assuagement together, as 

world knows, and made sweet mainiy by her 
simple sagacity. 

Both wished that Mary should be the first 
Mrs. Céwden Clarke has told us how 
he said abruptly, one day—his blunt words 
covering his intense tenderness—** You must 
die first, Mary.””

humor—"a genius in jtself, and so defends from 
the insanities,” in Emerson's wise words. Your 
solemn ass must needs take himself seriously; 
the man of deep, keen, quick perception of the 
ludicrous can never do so. When Coleridge, 
during a visit of the brother and sister to him at 
Nether Stowey, addressed to Lamb his maudlin 
lines entitled, “This Lime-Tree Bower My 
Prison,” in which he gushes over “my gentle- 
hearted Charles,” the victim of these verses re- 
belled. * For God's sake don’t make me ridicn- 
lous by terming me gentle-hearted in print, or do 
it in better verse! Substitute drunken deg, rag- 
ged-head, seld-shaven, odd-eyed, stuttering, and 
any other epithet which truly and properly 
belongs to the gentleman in question.”’ 

His sense of fun bubbled upat most inapt 
times. He had been asked once to stand as god- 
father for a friend’s child, and feared he would 
disgrace himself at the very font. “Iwas at 
Hazlitt’s wedding and had like to have been 
turned out several times during the ceremony. 
Anything awful makes mo laugh; 1 misbehaved 
once ata funeral.’’ In allthis wayward whim- 
sicality, one can detect that same depth and in- 
tensity of feeling which moved Abraham 
Lincoln to tell trivial stories at the 
most solemn crises; which suggests a sob 
beneath the maddest mirth of Sterne, 
Moliére, Cervantes ; which drove Charles Lamb to 
seize the kettie from the hob and hold it on his 
sister's head-dress, like the clown ina pantomime. 
to hide the breaking of his heart at the signs of 
the coming mania he had detected in her. He 
accounted it an excellent thing to play the buf- 
foon sometimes, and was willing to seem su- 
premely silly that he might save his own sanity. 

In his nature the fountain of tears was near 
to the fountain of laughter. In Hazlitt’s 
phrase, ** His jests scald like tears and he 
probes a question with a play upon words.”’ 
Or, as Haydon put it, ‘*He stuttered out his 
quaintness in snatches like the fool in 
* Lear,’ ”’ 


TO VISIT THE PORTS OF THE WORLD. 


Dr, W. C, Ransom of South Haven, Mich., 
Has a Unique Scheme. 

Benton Harsor, Mich., March 8.—[Special 
Correspondence.|—July 4 next Dr. W. C. 
Ransom ana his little party of newspaper cor- 
respondents, photographers, botanists, taxi- 
dermists, cooks, laundrymen, etc., will set 
sail in a three-mast schooner from South 
Haven, Mich., bound for all points of interest 
that can be reached by boat anywhere in the 
world. Their course will be around the 
lakes, down the St. Lawrence to the ocean, 
thence southward aiong the New England 
coast, keeping land in sight till they pass the 
Carolina shores; then, like Christopher Colum- 
bus, they will make a bold break and sail out 
to midocean to the Bermudas. Then like 
the pirates of old they will sail to the West 
Indies, through the waters of the Caribbean 
Sea, and up the Amazon a hundred miles or 
more; then around the Cape and up the west 
shore to Alaska, then to the Sandwich Is!- 
ands, thence to. the Oriental countries, 
then to the Bay of Bengal, Arabian Sea; 
do the coast of Africa, test the Med- 
iterranean, and then visit England 
and up towards Siberia. They will visit 
not only South American countries, but Jap- 
an, China, Philippine Islands, Java, Siam, 
Morocco, Algiers, Palestine, and many other 
prominent localities, making the voyage an 
educational trip worth more than many years’ 
study. 

Dr. Ransom has traveled the world over 
and back again during fifteen years of con- 
tinual wandering. In 1849 he went to Cali- 
fornia, and from there he sailed to many a 
foreign port. This most novel voyage is to 
last about three years, and the members of 
the party purpose to touch more points than 
was ever done onany onetrip. Their ship 
will be ballasted with salt, that being a cheap 
commodity in Michigan markets, and when 
they reach a shore where salt is more valuable 
than some other article for bailast they will 
sell and buy, and the same thing will be done 
with any manner of merchandise that they 
can barter for in one country and sell in an- 
other for profit, making their trip a profitable 
scheme as well as educational. 

About $12,000 of capital stock has been 
bought by persons more or less interesfed in 
the enterprise. The boat has not yet been 
purchased, but Capt. E. E. Napier and Dr.

The same authority declares that machinery for 
the manufacture of the new powderis now in 
process of construction at Spandau, and that a 
sufficient supply can be made in less than. two 
years.

ALBERT RYDER PAINTS PICTURES 


AMID FUMES OF TOBAOOO. 


He Lives Apart from His Fellows, but His 


Strangely Beautiful Canvases Are in 
Great Demand Among Amateurs—First 
Pen and Ink Drawings He Made for 
Publication=Charles de Kay Analyzes 
the New: York Artist’s Methods—His 
Imagination Distinctively Poetic, 

There isa room in the garret of a dingy 
house in New York, a house given over these 
many years to. the stuffy and malodorous 
trade of the furrier, which a privileged few 
Gan sometimes invade. Though it has no 
nerth light, and least of all a top light, here 
are conceived and slowly wrought to a point 
some of the most exquisite, romantic paint- 
ings of the day. 

Strprised by a visitor, who knows the way 
thither an artist opens the door and rotters 
hospitably about to find a chairor a box 
to seat his guest. A paint-rag is 
fished from some cluttered corner 
and the seat dusted. A paper 
of an unknowa brand of tobacco manu- 
factured for him alone, it might seem, is 
rescued from a littered table, and pipe or 
cigarette papers produced from the depths of 
a loose, shaggy coat. The owner is like the 
coat—big, loosely habited, broad, bearded, 
easy, and hoinelike—just the opposite in look 
and demeanor from. that ideal which one is 
sure to erect before one has seen the maker of 
the pictures that stand on the rickety easel or 
vegetate in various stages of abandon on 
chairs, tables, the floor, the mantelpiece, any- 
where and everywhere. 

Surely no artist in America has a more ram- 
shackle, topsy-turvy studio. And yet Albert 
Ryder, for itis he who turns like a jovial 
bear atnong his odds and ends, paint tubes 
and brushes, plaster ¢asts and frames, works 
with ease and certainty among ail this dust 
and dirt, dreaming grand dreams and grad- 
ually perfecting them into those delightful 
pictures which first make people smile 
through their simplicity, then rouse curiosity, 
and end by taking them captive for life. 

Albert Ryder isa rare character. How in 
this hustling city of Philistines, one asks, can 
such an artist have lived a month? But he 
has lived in New York most of his life. A 
graduate of the Att Schools of the National 
Academy and for many years an occasional 
exhibiter at academy exhibitions, one of the 
founders of the Society of American Artists, 
he remains today, as he was from the begin- 
ning of his career asa painter, a workman 
apart from his fellows. Thisis all the more 
odd because he is the warmest of friends and 
delightsin good cheer. The ridicule which 
assailed his first ventures in painting did not 
sour iim in the least, He was consoled by 
the approval, qualified though it was, of his 
firat adviser and teacher, Mr. Edgar Marshall, 
the engraver and painter. People who find 
in' color the greatest charm of painting, those 
who did not fear eccentricity and bought 


the colorists. Some of the young men educa- 
ted in Paris generally regard him with pity- 
ing contempt; and well they may, for if his 
work is great there is no room in the world 
for theirs, since the bulk of it is devoid not 
only of thought, but of feelmg, being for the 
most part _— empty masks mold on the 
features ©f some Paris master. Those 
who have been affected by the 
later impressionist movement, the 
disciples of the plain air school, are espe- 
cially severe. If not realists to start with 
they have been through the mill of latter-day 
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realism and worship Manet, Monet, and Pis- 
saro as if they had spoken the final word in 
art. But Ryder is the exaet opposite. Heisa 
romantic and an ideal romantic. He absorbs 
nature and reconstitutes nature in the alem- 
bic of his soul, seated in that grimy garret, 
far from the scene which he remembers. 
Nature thug recalled appears only in its 
grander features—the stupendous sweep of 
a mountain, the long lilt of a wave beneath 
the moon, the magical apparition of that 


luminary on the horizon between two sinister 


What pleased them, finally a number of artists 
who came to laugh and staid to pray—these 
and later on various serious collectors who 
paid roundly for good art sought this unob- 
frusive workman outand took all that he 
would give. 

These early admirers and patrons reap the 
reward of courage in their own opinions, At 
present it is difficult to get a painting by 
Ryder. Owners of his work sometimes 
grumble, but they will not sell. More grum- 


- ble because they have asked and have not re- 


ceived atany price. Others because, having 
selected their painting at a certain stage of 


incompleteness, have been waiting literally 
for years until it shall have reached just that 
lovely ripeness which Ryder must obtain or 
he ruins the canvas, 

There are two Ways of .approaching great- 
ness in painting—from the side of intellect and 
that of feeling. Intellect or feeling is sure to 
predominate in every artist, and generally 
decides his course, however the schools 
and critics may strive to overcome the nat- 
ural bent, however, indeed, the man himself 
tries to advance from the direction which is 
least easy for him to pursue. 

Intellect bids an artist draw, draw, draw, 
ufging perfection in drawing, such as that at- 
tained by Bouguereau and Lefebvre. 

Feeling hurries an artist to color, seizing 
and controlling him, as color controlled Dela- 
croix and Dupré and Diaz. 

The jatter have a hard time. All the 
reasoners and logical! folks, followed by the 
grand army of Philistia, badger these artists 
about their drawing, reiterating the cry so com- 
moily heard in France that tnere is no paint- 
ing without a complete mastery of drawing. 

Yet the same people will often flout at 
Bouguereau and Lefebvre because they are so 
cold, even |denying to the great name of 
Ingres that tribute which has become a con- 


| vention in France! 


Albert Ryder is distinctly of the camp of | 


hills, the Japis-lazuli quality of the sky when 
sun and moon are gone. He brings back 
from long walks the silhouettes of masses of 
woodland and the dull flame-color of marshes 
where the salt grass has@urned to those deep, 
rich tones we all can see in autumn if we have 
eyes to see such things at all. 

But although it is pure joy to this painter 
to recall with pigments these soul-stirring 
colors and big masses of earth, ocean, and 
cloud, he does not rest there, content sensu- 
ously to weave colors, as certain coinposers 
weave strains of music, or as poets like Swin- 
burne are happy to marry lovely word to 


word, assonance to assonance. If he did that 
alone, he would still be one of the greatest 
masters of color alive, for his smallest picture 
charms the eye without regard to meaning, 
and charms so well that a meaning seems un- 
necessary. Without being in any sense a lit- 
erary artist, as the cant contempt runs, he is 
a poet in the meaning that attaches to his 
pictures. It is true that by color alone he ex- 
presses states of feeling, which are com- 
municated by those colors to minds capable 
of appreciating them, and are at least vaguely 
felt by people less open to stch delicate im- 
pressions. But he supplies in many of his 
pictures more direct and wunderstandable 
ideas. Each picture has a meaning which 
has grown with its growth and forms the in- 
tellectual side of a work of art, the strongest 
quality of which, however, is feeling. . 
The “' Story of the Cross ’’ marks the fading 
from the present generation of the old, child- 
like faith in a Redeemer. The symbols of 
Christianity have been destroyed or allowed 
to perish by neglect, but among the hills and 
the unlearned mountaineers a memory of 
Christ crucified lingers, and even the cross 
itself is preserved unharmed. A woman with 
her child journeying across the hills, as Mary 
journeyed into Egypt, sees of a sudden the 
wooden figure of Christ hanging by the way- 


| side ou a cross and begs her guide to tell her 


' to that 


what it means. Then the old man gives her 
the story of the cross. 

There is no accounting for tastes. Jean 
Beraud and Fritz von Uhde depict Christ 
among modern men and women, appearing to 
gentlemen in dinner coats, er to mobs of 
working people. For my part, such violent 
bringing together of ages nineteen hundred 
years apart seems tiresome and in wretched 
taste—even vulgar. But Ryder has suggested 
the idea in the true spirit of a poet. e lays 
the scene in the future by a bold, original 
stroke. That he does not draw so cleverly as 


these two clever artists is possible. But as 
thinker, poet, colorist, he is so much greater 
that they cannot be classed with him at all. 

They, and a thuusand others have what an 
ordinarily talented man can teach himself 
and be taught. Ryder has the unmistakable, 
the rare stamp of original genius. 

The reader who has never seen many paint- 
ings by Albert Ryder will have to take a good 
déal on faith, for necessarily it is impossible 
to translate into black and white the most 
conspicuous beauty of his color. But his 
composition can be noted from “The Story 
of the Cross,”’ ** The Story That Passed,” and 
‘The Flying Dutchman,” For the first time 
in his life he has made pen-and-ink drawimgs 
after his pictures to illustrate this ‘brief 
sketch; his three maiden efforts are given 
herewith, . They reflect that want of clever- 
ness which worries some people se much, 
especially the artists who write art criticisms 
and themselves are nothing if not clever, In 
time he might become a master of pen and 
ink; but 1t would be slow work and meantime 
their lack of glibness is most characteristic. 

‘The Story That Passed ’’ is another ex- 
ample of exquisite coloring and also another 
sign of the artist’s attitude toward , women. 
Though never married, he has the loftiest and 
most delicate feelings toward a sex which has 
often proved itself his champion by an in- 
stinct for what is high and fine. The little 
upright panel contains a romance, the ro- 
mance of a maiden in Edmund Spenser’s 
realm of poetry, who drops her harp and 
listens to the somug of a youth passing in his 
boat. Unlike the lily maid of Astolat she 
does not turn, she never sees him, but thesong 
has passed and never comes again. Apart 
from its exquisite color here is a maiden’s 
tragedy charmingly hinted. This little pict- 
ure is sometimes called ** Melancholy,” and 
the artist does not object, for the excellent 
reason that, whilst he had his»own dreams 
and wove them in the picture, he knows that 
imaginative miads love nothing better than 
to hear or see what sets them floating on the 
charmed ocean of suggestion. 

“The Flying Dutchman” is a_largish 
marine which represents one more phase of 
Ryder’s art. His marines are eagerly sought 
by a small but determined band of admirers, 
who quarrel with him because he works so 
slowly, and heartily envy each other. There 
is good reason for Ryder’s love of the sea. 
He was born on Capé Cod; his father was 
for some years a boarding officer and his 
brothers are sea Captains. He likes nothing 
better than to visit the ships whose Captains 
are his friends whenever they make New 
York and he delights in trying his pictures on 
common sailors and rustics, thinking very 
highly of their unsophisticated remarks. The 
subject of the Flying Dutchman is so 
hackneyed that it is a surprise to find him 
treating it with originality. The ghostly ship 
is a ship, yet of the nature of cloud and mist- 
wreath. It appears when the sun 
is near the horizon casting a tremendous daz- 
zlement on the huge rollers, but leaving the 
ship vague. In front is the doomed boat, 
whose little crew know from the apparition 
what their fate is to be. The sail is torn and 
the old bearded man in the waist is pointing 
to the phantom and warning his mates that 
their hour has come. Neither words nor 
drawing, although the latter is from the artist 
himself, can avail to explain the impresssion 
made by this marine. The movement of the 
ocean and the colors of sea and sky are hinted 
here at best. 

Albert Ryder is one of the artists, rarer 
than is supposed, who live their own lives un- 
worried by the fashions that rise_and fall in 
that circle of artists, critics, patrons, dealers. 
Of dealers he is the despair, because a dealer 
must have an article more or less known, one 
of a certain standard, too, and delivered with- 
in a reasonable number of weeks or months, 
Patrons are less exacting, but they too grow 
weary as years roll by and the picture ordered 
does not ripen to suit the painter’s exacting 
taste. Critics as a rule give Ryder’s pictures 
a dig and pass them by, bewildered because 
they know that mafy connoisseurs cherish 
what they do not understand and find in them 
strange qualities of fascination. The artists 
are divided. Some of the strongest and best 
known menare giad to havea painting by 
Ryder in their studio, but these are not the 
dogmatical, preaching, ecribbling sort. Al- 
though they can never do as Ryder does they 
are broad enough to admire, 

Albert Pinkham Ryder is about 40 and has 
only twice left his country, each time fora 
hasty trip to Europe, where he did no paint- 
ing, but pleased himself most in admirin 
cities, fields; and the pictures of ol 
masters. Asacolorist and lover ot the low 
rich tones in paint he is often hastily accused 
by those who first see his work of intention- 
ally, imitating ‘‘old masters’ in modern 
times. And it is a fact that some of his 
pictures possess the glow, the strong, sweet, 
deep color that we enjoy 
masters of the past. At times he has used a 
good deal of varnish through his paint, 
giving a luster that the learned in such mat- 
ters say can be bought at too perilous a price, 
In some very early pictures he trusted to the 
treacherous. aid of bitumen, but soon per- 
ceived that there is no lasting quality 
pleasing stuff. His tendency 
is to a thick impasto and many 
layers of varnish; but he paints otherwise at 
times, as his mood commands. Itis almosta 
pity that he has not turned his attention to 
stained glass, for his unrivaled sense of color 
would make him ia that respect the equal of 
John Le Farge. But so long as he is working 
out the problems of color and grafting on 
them romantic thoughts appreciated by ideal- 
ists and lovers of naif art he is doing the work 
for which he was destined and can perform to 
the best advantage. He has no competitor in 
America and Europe. There is no painter 
with such a wide gamut of charming and del- 
icate coloration at his command. Although 
there are great colorists whose art is more 
rounded -there is no romantic painter who 
equals him. Toget parallels for tHe color 
shown by Ryder we must go back to Jules 
Dupré and Rousseau, to Turner and the great 
Hollanders who were the inspiration of those 
men.

AMUSING AND INTRIOATE TRICKS 
PLAYED WITH PASTEBOARDS. 


Once Confined to Conjurers on the Stage 
They Are Now a Growing Parlor Recre- 
ation—Really the Mysteries Are Quite 
simple—One of Herrmann’s Befuddling 
Acts Laid Bare as 4n Exam ple-Pro- 
gram for an Evening’s Entertain ment 


Lucidly Outlined. 

There is no branch of the conjurer’s art 
more captivating and none more readily 
learned or better adapted for all occasions 
than the magic of cards. For years it has 
been confined chiefly to the stage, and the 
methods of performing the better class _ of 
tricks were safely guarded by the few pro- 
fessional conjurers, but now, that it bids fair 
to take its place beside music as 
a parlor or drawing-room am use- 
ment there is a desire for more 
information than has previously been given 
on this branch of the art. 

Like the automatie chess player, the magic 
cabinet, and the mid-air poising, tricks with 
cards seem especially complicated until an 
insight is gained, when it is found that the 
tricks by which the professional is enabled to 
amaze and delight a large audience depend 
for their mystery upon two or three move- 
ments, which are in reality easily mastered. 

A trick which Prof. Herrmann has per- 
formed successfully for years will -illustrate 
this by showing how easily people may be de- 
ceived. Stepping into the audience with an 
ordinary pack of cards, he hands them to 
some one with a request to shuffle thoroughly 
and then have four persons in different parts 
of the audience to draw one card each. He 
then takes the pack, and while his assistant 
collects the cards face down in the palm of 
his hand opens them fan shape that he may 
place them in the center. The cards are again 
thoroughly shuffled and placed in the 
inside coat pocket of another assistant, who 
is on the stage in full view of the spectators. 
Prof. Herrmann then asks one of the persons 
who drew a card to name it, and requests the 
assistant to touch the end of the wand and 
take a card from his pocket as quickly as pos- 
sible. He does so, and it proves to be the one 
named, repeating the operation until all have 
been produced, to the astonishment of the

audience and not least to the innocent assist- 


ant, 

Prof. Herrmann never fails to make this | 
trick most interesting, though it isso simple 
as to be readily performed once the secret is 
known. The *“*magic’”’ portion of the trick 
does not commence until the chosen cards are 
returned to the center of the pack, when he 
makes the pass, palms the cards, and returns 
the remainder of the pack, which can be 
shuffled as thoroughly as possible for all the 
difference it now makes. When the 
cards finally are, returned to him 
the chosen cards are on top and the trick, so 
far as he is concerned, is completed. When 
the cards are placed in the breast pocket of 
the assistant care is taken to put the chosen 
cards outward, and in asking the names of 
these cards he is careful to ask the person 
who last returned his card, as that is the or-

derin which they lie on the pack. Great 
stress is laid on the instruction to 
the assistant that he must be quick 
in drawing the ecard, as this forces 
him to take that most ready at hand, 
which always is the outerortopcard. Should 
he draw a card from the middle the professor 
will say, **O, you were not half quick enough, 
allow me,’’ and then pulling out the card him- 
self he shows it to be the right one. 

By the pass mentioned in this trick is meant 
to reverse the top and bottom portions of the 
pack, or once the cards have been cut to 
bring them to their original position. Hold 
the pack in the left hand as if about to deal 
and insert the first joint of the little finger 
above the cards to be brought on top and let 
the remaining fingers close over the cards. 
Now cover the cards with the right hand and 
grasp the lower portion between the thumb 
and second finger and draw away the upper 
portion by slightly extending the fingers of 
the left hand and at the same 
time’ lift the outer edge of the 
lower pack until the two portions 
just clear, when by the mere act of closing 
the hands they will be brought together. By 
this movement he has brought the chosen 
cards, which were placed in the center, to the

top, and as he offers the pack to be shiiffled 
he pushes the four cards about an inch be- 
yond the edge and with the third finger of the 
left hand presses them into the right, where 
they lie curled up agairst the palm. 
He now has them palmed, and when 
the pack is returned he takes them in the left 
hand, transfers them’ to the right, and the 
ret are inthe proper position to finish the 
rick. 

A good way to commence this entertain- 
ment is by the simple feat of reading a given 
card. Hold the pack in the left hand face 
down, having previously noticed the bottom 
card. Draw that card down about three- 
quarters ofan iuch and then with the tip of 
the first or second finger of the right hand 
draw down the top cards one by 
one, inviting some one to tell you 
when to stop. When they do so, draw 
down all the cards as far as you have gone, at 
the same time placing the thumb under the 
bottom card and take it with the others. This 
card coalescing with the upper portion will be 
to the eyes of the spectators that at which 
you were directed to stop. Holding the eards 
with the backs toward you request them to 
observe what it is and hand the pack to be 
shuffled, after which you can find or name the 
card eat pleasure.

Thecards must be 
close at hand, so that you may add them in- 
stantly and without attracting attention to 
pack you have been using. Having done 
you may introduce the trick by saying 
the person who har been assisting seems 
very fond of aces, and holding the.

The Cook County judiciary has grown to ) 


its present proportions from a Justice’s court 

. held in the house of John Kinzie June 5, 
1821. Mr. Kinzie was the “J.P.’’ At that 
time Chicago was in Pike County. 

The present judiciary is composed of the 
Superior, Circuit, County, Probate, and Ap- 
pellate Courts. The Superior Court Judges 
are Henry M. Shepard, Chief Justice; Joseph 
E. Gary, Jonas Hutchinson, Theodore Bren- 
tano, Philip Stein, William G. Ewing, James 
‘Goggin, John Barton Payne, Henry V. Free- 

- man, Arthur H. Chetlain, Nathaniel C. Sears, 
and George F. Blanke. 

The Circuit Judges are M. F. Tuley, Chief 
Justice; Samuel P. McConnell, Edward F. 
Dunne, R. S. Tuthill, R. W. Clifford, Elbridge

Waterman, Francis Adams, Frank Baker, 
Thomas G. Windes, John Gibbons, and Ed-

Jutee. Kohisaat presides in the Probate

The Appellate and Criminal Courts are 
made by appointment from other benches. 
Thus Chief Justice‘Tuley has assigned the 
following to sit in the Criminai Court for the 
next three months: Chetlain, Sears, Baker, 
‘and Hanecy. They*are from the Superior 
Court. 

The Appellate Court consists of Judges 
Gary, Shepard, and Waterman from the 
Superior and Circuit benches. 

In the trials, before the Judges named there 
is supposed to be no political bias. The bar 
of Cook County-rather prides itself on being 
able to rise above that leveh and men 
are elected to the bench for their legal attain- 
ments and judicial training rather than any- 

. thing else. However, in this “ glorious 
country”? every man has his politics, and 
‘even a Judge is permitted to attend a gather- 
ing, make a speech if he likes, and vote as he 


Politically the bench of. Cook County is 
thus classified: Republicans—Brentano, 
- Blanke, Sears, Freeman, Chetlain, Tuthill, 
Horton, Gibbons, Hanecy, Smith, Burke, 
Gary, Waterman, Kohlsaat. The others are 
Democrats. So farasis known there are no 
“mugwumps,” “agitators,” ‘ Populists,” 
“independents,” or any of the other parties 
which have or try to have representation in 


ing. 

The Judges are elected for six years, but 
not all at the same time, and receive a salary of 
$7,000 each, $3,500 from the State and a 
like sum from the county. 

The Chief Justice of each of the benches is 
agreed upon by the Judges of each, and he is 
usually the one who has the shortest term to 
gerve. 

As any one might know who would stop to 
think about it, the bench of Cook County has 
undérgono many changes. Increase of cen- 
sus and multiplication of litigation have ne- 
cessitated changes and increase. Resigna- 
tions and deaths have created wacancies that 

- have been filled by specia! elections for unex- 
pired terms. For example, the Legislature of 
1898 provided for additional Judges.

The term “epigram,” which literally signi- 
fies an inseription. was first applied to those 
short sentences which were inscribed on of- 
ferings made in temples, writes William 
Cowan. There is a terseness, a spontaneity, 
an exquisite pleasantry,a delicate irony, a 
tender pathos,in those little poems, those 
genre pictures, those— 

Jewels five words long 
That on the strech'd forefinger of all time 
Sparkle forever. 

Avarice is a vice particularly noxious to the 
satirical epigrammatist. How cutting are the 
following lines on Stinginess in Hospitality 
by Palladas: 

Most poome dine but once, but when we've 
ined 


With our friend Salaminus, 

e dine again at home, for faith! we find 

He did not truly dine us. 

The wheat harvest of Bacchylides yields us 
this golden ear of truth: 

As gold the Libyan touchstone tries, 
So man, the virtuous, valiant, wise, 
Must to all-powerful truth submit 
His virtue, valor, and bis wit. 

Theognis applies to wine what is here at- 
tributed to the force of truth: 

Fire provea the treasures of the mine 
The soul of man is proved by wine. 

The old Latin proverb runs, “In vino ver- 
itas.”’ That epigram on the late Master of 
Balliol College is amusing: 

Look at me my name is Jowett. 
[ am the master of Balliol College, 


All that can be known I know it, 


And what I know not is not knowledge. 
Cambridge has its epigrams, too. Here is 
one on the late Master of Trinity, Dr. Whew- 
el),a man of great intellect but of overbear- 
ing manners and temperament: 
Should a man through all space tofar galaxies 


travel, 
And of nebulous films the remotest unravel, 
He will find, have come thus to fathom infinity, 
That the great work of God is the Master of 
Trinity. 
The convivial habits of men have given rise, 
as we might suppose, to many excellent epi- 
grams, ancient and modern. The following

The wise allow five reasons good for drinking: 

As first the coming of a welcome stranger ; 
Next that you’re thirsty; then that you've been 

thinking 

How soon of being thirsty you're in danger; 
Fourth, that the wine’s so good you can’t refuse; 
And lastly, any reason that you choose. 

These are reasons which find practical ex- 
pression in society among ourselves every- 
where today. They remind us of Addison’s 
‘* rule for drinking,’’ formed, as he tells us, 
upon a saying quoted by Sir William Temple: 
‘* The first glass for myself, the second for my 
friend, the third for good humor, and the 
fourth for mine enemies.’’ There used to be 
the custom of toasting a mistress in a number 
of glasses equal to that of the letters in her 
name, For instance, Martial tells us:

This reminds us of George Hardinge’s very 
happy “‘jeu d’esprit’’ on the names of Job’s 
three daughters:

Ebrius est si quis te Kerenhappuch amet, 
lines which some one has translated: 
Six glasses the name of Jemima will! cover, 
And (reckoning the H’s) Kheziah claims seven; 
But alas! Kerenhappuch’s unfortunate lover 
Will as surely be tipsy as fools go to heaven. 
Perhaps there are few better epigrams in 
our language than the following. composed by 
the Rev. William Clarke, an English divine 
and antiquarian, who lived in the early. part 
of the last century, on seeing the words 
** Domus Ultima ” inscribed on the vault be- 
longing to the Dukes of Richmond in the 
cathedral of Chichester: 
Did he who thus inscribed the wall 
Not read or not believe St. Paul, 
Who says there is. where’er it stands, 
Another house not made with hands?

Alfred Brennan, who illustrates the book, 
thinks so too, evidently, for he has used it 
as his model for the novelist Griggs, [See 
illustration opposite page 188, Volume II. | 

‘* Katharine Lauderdale’’ is the first of a 
series of novels of New York life that Mr. 
Crawford proposes to write. Although in two 
volumes it only covers a period of five days, 
but they were five full days for the characters 
represented. There are only a handful of 
these, of whom Katharine Lauderdale and 
John Ralston are the most important. They 
are cousins and therefore both of them have 
Robert Lauderdale, the millionaire, for an 
uncle, Ali the peoplein the story are more 
or less related and are likely to be more so 
than ever before the series is finished. 

John Ralston is in love with his cousin, 
Katharine Lauderdale, and she with him, but 
their attachment is not smiled upom by the 
family of either, and no wonder, as the reader 
will appreciate. 

Opening of the Story. 

The story opens with Ralston and his friend 
Hamilton Bright walking up Fifth avenue. 
Let us see what Mr. Crawford says about 
these two young men: 

Jobn Ralston was said to drink. and Bright 
was his good angel, ever striving *o be enter- 
tained unawares, and laughing wien he was 
found out in his good intentions. wut if Bright 
was a very normal being, Ralston was a very 
abnormal one, and wag, to some extent, a weak 
man, though not easily influenced by strong men. 
A glance at his face would have convinced any 
one of that —@ keen, nervous, dark face, with 
those deep lines from the nostrils to the corners 
of the mouth which denote uncertain and even 
dangerous tempers—a square, bony jaw, aggres- 
Bive rather than firm, but not coarse—the nose 
aquiline but delicate—the eyes brown, restless, 
and bright, the prominence concealing the eyelids 
entirely when raised—the forehead broad, high, 
and visibly lean like all the features—the hair 
black and straight—the cheekbones moderate- 
ly prominent. Possibly John Ralston had a dash 
of the Indian in his physical inheritance, which 
showed itself, as it almost always does, in a 
melancholic disposition, great endurance, and an 
unnatoral love of excitement in almost any 
shape, together with an inborn idleness which it 
was hard to overcome. John Ralston 
was dark, good-looking, nervous, excitable. en- 
during, and decidedly dissipated at the age of 25 
years, which he had lately attained at the time 
of the present tale, 

His Friend Hamilton Bright. 

So much for the hero of the story. Now 
for his friend, Hamilton Bright: 

At four and thirty he was gunior partner in the 
important firm of Beman Brothers & Co., bank- 
ers, who had a magnificent building of their own 
in Broad street, and were very solidly prosper- 
ous, having shown themselves to be among the 
fittest to survive the financial storms of the last 
half century. Ralston’s friend was a strong, 
squarely built, very fair man, of what is general- 
ly called the Saxon vee At first sight he in- 
spired confidence, and his clear blue eyes were 
steady and true. He had that faculty of lobking 
almost superhumanly neat and spotless under 
all circumstances, which is the prerogative of 
men with straight, fiaxen hair, pink and white 
complexions, and perfect teeth. It was easy to 
predict that he would become too stout with ad- 
vancing years, and he was already a heavy man, 
though not more than half an inch taller than 
his friend and distant cousin, John Ralston. But 
no one would have believed at first sight that he 
was nine years older than the latter. 

John Ralston was a born New-Yorker, Mr. 
Crawford tells us, and “ preferred his own 
city to any other place in the world, with that 
solid, satisfactory, _ unreasoning prejudice 
which belongs especially to New-Yorkers and 
Parisians, and of which it is useless to attempt 
any explanation.”

Hamilton Bright had lived on a ra 
the West, and New York seemed to mage wie 
in and stuffy.

At 
Thirty-second street and Broadway Ralston 
rescued a boy and a perambulator from under 
the wheels of a passing car, and in perform- 
ing this act of heroism got pretty badly bat- 
teted about, and took a long drink of whisky 
at the Imperial Hotel bar to set himself up. 
By this time he began to feel the effect of 
his potations, and getting into a cab drove to 
hishome. His mother saw him under the 
influence of liquor for the first time, but he 
had himself in hand well enough to explain 
the reason for the last drink, and she forgave 
him on account of his heroism, 

A cold bath and his peculiar temperament 
restored Ralston tosobriety, or what 
for that; and, promising his mother

a hopeless thing. Katharine’s father positive- 
ly forbade their marriage, and Ralston hadn’t 
a cent but what his mother gave him. His 
rich uncle, Robert Lauderdale, had twice 
given him a start in business, once in a law 
office and again in a banking house; but he 
had shown no adaptability in either piace.

Katharine succeeded in getting a promise 
out of him and they were secretly married 
four days later.

The mother was con- 
vinced and went to bed. Then Ralston sat 
down and wrote a long letter to his wife and 
told her the whole story down to the doctor’s 
diagnosis. He sent the letter out at once, 
witha special delivery stamp on it, and it 
was delivered at Katharine’s home just as 
her father had his overcoat on and 
his hand on the doorknob on his way down- 
town. He took the letter, recognized Ralston’s 
hand, and put itin his pocket. In the mean- 
time Katharine heard of the story from her 
mother, who had read a most picturesque 
description of Ralston’s bout with the prize- 
fighter in the morning paper. Katharine was 
disgusted. Such a thing to happen on their 
wedding day! When her father came home 
that evening he showed her the letter, and she 
let him burn it before her eyes unopened. 

That night she went to a dinner party. 
Ralston was there, too, each smarting under 
their wrongs. Their meeting was frigid. 
Towards the end of the dinner Ralston was 
called upon to tell the story of his escapade. 
He did so, and Katharine nearly fainted when 
she saw how falsely she had accused’ him, 
They have *‘ kissed and made up”’ behind the 
piano when the story ends. 

But this is not to be the last of them. Mr. 
Crawford is going to carry his history of the 
Lauderdales, which includes Mr. and Mrs. 
John Raiston, on through many volumes yet 
to be written. The present book is said to be 
filled with portraits of people in New York 
society, and those who are faniiliar with that 
Vanity Fair will have no trouble in recog- 
nizing them. Whether this be true or not, 
the book is readable enough for its own sake, 
for Mr Crawford is a born story teller if there 
ever was one, :

Here are some of the portraits, Let us see 
who will recognize them: 

Robert Lauderdale, the millionaire, had made 
his money in real estate. 

He was a big old man, and was dressed in a 
rough tweed of a light color, which was very be- 
coming to his fresh complexion. His thick hair 
had once been red, but had turned to a bright, 
sandy gray, something like the sands at Newport. 
His face was laid out in broad surfaces, rich in 
healthy color, and deeply freckled where the 
skin was white. His keen blue eyes were small, 
but very clear and honest, and the eyebrows were 
red still and bushy, with a few white hairs. Two 
deep clean furrows extended from beside the nos- 
trils into the carefully brushed beard, and there 
were four wrinkles, and no more, across the broad 
forehead. No one would have supposed that 
Robert Lauderdale was much over 60, but in 
reality he was ten years older. His elder brother, 
the philanthropist, looked almost as though he 
might have been his father. It was clear that, 
like many of the Lauderdales, the old maa pos- 
sessed great physical strength, and that he had 
preserved his splepdid constitutional vitality 
even 10 his old age. 

And here is Waiter Crowdie, a successful 
artist, and something of a ** Count Fosco”’: 

The door opened and Walter Crowdie -ap- 
peared, a pale young man with heavy red lips 
and a bad figure. His eyes alone redeemed his 
face from being positively repulsive, for they 
were of a very beautiful blue color and shaded by 
extremely long brown lashes. Aquantity of pale 
hair, too long to be neat, but not so long as worn 
by many modern musicians, concealed the shape 
of his head and grew low on his forehead. The 
shape of the face, asthe hair allowed it to be 
seen, resembled that of a pear, wide and flaccid 
about the jaws and narrowing upwards towards 
the temples. Crowdie’s hands were small, 
cushioned with fat, and of a dead white—the 
fingers being pointed and the nails long and pol- 
ished. His shoulders sloped like a woman’s and 
were narrow, and he was heavy about the waist 
and slightly inkneed. He was too fashionable to 
use perfumes, but one instinctively expected him 
to smell of musk. 

Paul Griggs, the Novelist. 


Here is Paul Griggs, the novelist, traveler,

PHYSIOLOGICAL EFFECTS OF MAGNETISM 
A. E. Dolbear Cites Mysterious Results of 
Several Experiments. 

When a magnet so acts upon a piece of iron 
as to pull it towards itself it is evident that 
virtue in some way has gone out from it, for 
the effect upon the iron is noticeable when it 
is quite a distance away from the magnet. 
Indeed, there is good reason to believe there 
is no limit to this distance, but that a magnet 
attracts a piece of iron, no matter how far 
apart they may be, only the strength of the 
attraction becomes less as the distance in- 
creases, says A. E. Dolbear in the Cosmopolli- 
tan. The space about a magnet within which 
such effects take piace is called the mag- 
netic field, and there is reason to believe that 
this field consists in a particular kind of a 
stress in the ether which fills the whole of 
space and the effect at any place depends 
upon the degree of this stress at that place. 
The degree of ether-stress produced bya mayg- 
net depends upon its shape, A straight bar 
magnet has the weakest field, and the field 
becomes stronger as the magnet is bent so its 
poles approach each other, and it may be so 
great as to produce a pressure upon a piece 
of iron a thousand pounds a square inch, It 
has also been proved that there is rotary’ mo- 
tion in the magnetic field; right-handed like 
the motion of the hands of a clock if one 
looks towards the south pole of a magnet, 
and left-handed if one looks towards the 
north pole, One may easily picture to him- 
self the physical condition of this 
space between the poles of a magnet 
by imagining it filled with a great number of 
spiral springs running from one pole to the 
other, each one in a state of tension tending 
to pull the poles together, and all together 
representing the tension or stress in the region 
about. A singie one of these is often calied a 
line of force, and as they are measured there 
may be as many as 300,000 to the square 
inch. When a wire is carried across, such a 
field electricity is developed init. , If a sheet 
of metal be moved edgewise through it, it is 
resisted as if cutting through soft butter, and 
if it be made into a disk and rotated rapidly 
it becomes hot though it touches nothing 
apparently. With all this nothing can 
be seen and the hand can perceive no 
difference between the iron magnetized and 
unmagnetized. It hasbeen claimed that some 
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eyes are able to see a luminousness about the 
poles of magnets, and pictures of what is said 
to be seen represent flames apparently issuing 
from the poles. Such forms are so different 
from the shape of the magnetic field as found 
in other ways as to render it highly probable 
that the so-called flamesare imaginary. Some 
persons have claimed to be affected by the 
presence of a magnet, that it produces an in- 
describable sensation in them, but wooden 
imitations of magnets were found to 
produce the same symptoms. A few 
years ago some large and  ~power- 
ful electro-magnets were made of old 
cannon. Noeffect upon the body was _ per- 
ceived by those who worked with them, even 
when the head was thrust into the open 
mouth, when the magnetism — was strong 
enough to support tons of cannon balls. So 
it appears that a common magnetic field is in- 
capable of affecting the nervous system in any 
appreciable way. The case is different, how- 
ever, with an alternating magnetic field where 
the polarity is reversed many times a second 
by alternating electrical currents, for local 
anesthesia or insensibility is produced so 
complete as to allow surgical operations to be 
performed without surrendering one’s con- 
sciousness, as happens when one takes ether 
or chloroform. This discovery seems to be 
very important, as it may revolutionize the 
surgical practice with anesthetics. 


RABBIT PEST IN AUSTRALIA. 


Methods of Extermination That Have Been 
Attempted by the Colonists. 

Those who had begun to fear that the rab- 
bit pest might become in California as dire a 
scourge as in Queensland will be reassured 
by the accounts of the progress that is being 
made with rabbit destruction in that country. 
It is well known that there tie great arinies 
of bunnies have come to number millions and 
tens of millions. They moved over the settle- 
ments in such masses as to devastate the 
farms, deplete the fields, and lay waste whole 
districts. The grass on the plains was 
eaten up and the  pasturage destroyed; 
the track of the devastating hosts was 
left as barren as a desert, no sprig of 
grass or blade of herbage being left. The 
cattle were driven away into other provinces 
or starved on naked plains, and the flocks 
died unless they were promptly removed from 
the pathway of the devouring plague, The 
history of the various methods by which the 
despairing colonists sought to rid themselves 
of this dire visitation is still fresh in memory, 
and within seven years—1883 to 1889— 
$5,000,000 was spent in pushing the crusade. 
One hundred million acres of territory were 
overrun by the animals, and although the 
raiders killed 2,528,000 rabbits each year 
and received a bounty from the govern- 
ment for each of the scalps the rab. 
bits remained in full force, But the 
great drouth of 1888 proved in one respect a 
blessing in disguise, as it was virtually the 
turning point in the solution of this vexed 
problem. The lakes and watercourses were 
fenced in by wire screens and the animals 
died by millions from thirst. Shutting out 
the water from the rabbits has been found the 
most successful weapon in all the arsenal of 
destruction. Wire fences were the final re- 
sort of the colonists, who now regard the rab- 
bit problem as solved. Fences are being con- 
structed for this purpose all over the countr 
and one, shortly to be-completed, will be 960 
miles long. When the main fences are run 
subdivisions will be made, the rabbits will be 
surrounded and their extermination reduced 
to a system well within the ability of the 
colonists to carry out,

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CROOKS’ QUEER NAMES 


ALIASES BY WHICH NOTED ORIMI- 
NALS ARE KNOWN TO PALS. 


Sobriquets ‘That Are Familiar to the Police 
of All the Large Cities in America= 
Career of “Mollie Matches,” “ Pretty 
Jimmy,” “Diamond Charley,” “ Dutch 
Alonzo,” “ Fat-Man-Barke,” and Other 
Smooth Thieves—“ Little Lou” and Her 
Manipulations. 

Nomenclature among thieves, or the pecul- 
jar sobriquets that become attached to the 
members of the criminal fraternity, and by 
which they become known not only to their 
fellow crooks but to the police of all large 
cities until their proper or rightful names are 
almost forgotten, is a fascinating study to the 
students of human nature and penology. 

Who has not read in the daily papers some- 
thing concerning the career and accomplish- 
ments of such eminent citizens of the world 
as “Mollie Matches.” *“*Minme Marks,”’ 
** Worcester Sam,”’ “Dutch Dan,” “ Piano 
Charley,” “Shang Campbell,” ‘ Bouquet 
Johnny,” ‘Sealekin Joe,” ‘‘‘ Pretty Jim- 
“my,” “Snatch ’°Em,” “Diamond Char- 
ley,”’ * Red Hyle,”’ ‘“*Poodle Mur- 
phy,” “Yellow Legs,” ‘‘ Funeral Jim,” 
** Hoosier Bill,” * Dayton Sam,” 
Johnny Dobbs,” ** Fat-Man-Burke,”” ‘ Oys- 
ter Jim,” “Dutch Alonzo.”’ ‘“ Dice-Box,” 
‘* Father Beeker,”’ “‘ Canada Johnny,”’ * John

the Swede,” ‘** Kid-Glove-Rosy,’’ ‘* White 
Pine.” “Big Julia,’ ‘“Yorkey,’” ‘* The 
Midget,”’ ‘Snapper Johnny,’ “ Rebel 
George,”’ ** Bonesetter.”’ etc. 

“Did I know * Mollie Matches’? Well, I 
should say so!”’ 

The remark was the reply to a question pro- 
pounded to a sirewd-looking, well-dressed, 
middle-aged man who was seated in the 
emoking-room of a Pullman car on a train 
between New York and Chicago. This gen- 
tleman might have been taken for a well-to- 
do merchant, but wasin reality one of the 
best posted of Chicago detectives, who in his 
chase after a noted forger was met and recog- 
nized by the writer. 

Topics of no general interest had been ex- 
hausted, the conversation naturally turned to 
*crooks,”’ and the name of “‘* Mollie 
Matches’ suggested itself. 

‘>John Larney, alias ‘Mollie Matches,’ has 
beena bank sneak for more than twenty 
years,and when the searchlight is turned 
upon the recent robbery at the South Bend 
bank, it’s dollars to peanuts that ‘ Mollie’ 
will be found to have had a hand in it. 

_ “Did you ever hear how Larney obtained 

_ his sobriquet of ‘Mollie Matches’? Well, it 
was this way. Sometwenty years ago Joe 
Dubuque and Tom Kerns, alias ‘ Papes,’a 
couple of clever bank thieves, were arrested 
at Cleveland for a $10,000 job. They were 
pals of Larney, who got away with the money. 
Chief of Police Schmitt knew that Larney 
had the money and used every effort to catch 
him, without avail. 

“At the trial of Dubuque and‘ Papes’ an 
old woman was a frequent visitor in the court- 
room. She always carried a market basket 
filled with boxes of matches, denoting her oc- 
cupation to be that of a match peddler. She 
was thought to be a relative of one of the 
prisoners, as she was seen in frequent con- 
sultation with their lawyers. The prisoners 
were acquitted of the charge against them. 
The lawyers received a large fee from some 
mysterious source, and the prisoners left the 
court in high glee. : 

’ “After the trial the police were greatly 
chagrined to learn that the old match woman 
wasnone other than John Larney, who had 
skillfully disguised himself in order to be 
near and assist his pais. 

“Since then Larney has become known from 
the Atlantic to the “Pacific under the nick- 
name of * Mollie Matches,’ 

‘** All criminals find it convenient at times 
to travel under assumed names. The result 
is that the police detectives must be familiar 
with one or more extra names for every crook 
on their record books. Not one criminal in 

_ 600 gives his true name when arrested, unless 
he is known and sees it is useless to lie. The 
reasons for this are varied. Some retain a 
fragment of self-respect and prefer not to dis- 
oo the name borne by mother or sisters. 

ut in the majority of cases a criminal simply 
follows his inclination to conceal all facts 
about himself and prevent the officers of 
other cities from learning his whereabouts. 

“The professional knows well that he is 
liable to be spoken to by;an officer, or ar- 
rested on suspicion at any. minute. So he 
carefully schools himself for such an emer- 

- gency, and has at his tongue’s end a name 
which, coolly and quietly spoken, may throw 
the officer off Mis guard. 

“There are a great many criminals who 
like * Mollie Matches,’ have a name thrust 
upon them, or have acquired in some peculiar 
way an alias that will stick to them until they 
die. Such criminals may change their names 
oftener than they do their shirts, but the 
sobriquet by which they are known among 
crooks will crop out, sooner or later, and give 
them away. 

‘“* If you like I will recall some names of

criminals that have many times appeared in - 


the press chronicling crimes committed and 
offenders arrested—names generally familiar 
to the reading public.”’ 

The veteran operative then glibly rattled off 
the names ubove mentioned, among them 


‘JOHN. THE SWEDE.” 


being the aliases of some of the most adroit 
rascals living. 

** They come from all parts; are here today, 
and 500 miles away tomorrow; their pictures 
are a part of every well-regulated rogues’ gal- 
lery. Who are these men? Well, I'll tell you 
what I know ing some of them. There 
is * Minnie Marks,’ who is sometimes called 
the ‘ Red-Headed Jew,’ but whose right name 
is Emanuel Marks. He first came into noto- 
riety in 1881, when he was arrested at New 
York and brought to Detroit for robbing the 
First National Bank at the iatter place—a 
‘buggy sneak’ job—his associates being 
Johnny Jourdan, ‘ Rufe’ Minor, and ‘ Little 
George’ Carson. Marks isa good thief yet, 
but only occassionally turns a trick now. 
During the World’s Fair he dida thriving bus- 
iness out along Stony Island avenue, and is 
now in New York having lots of fun with the 


money. | 
‘+ * Worcester Sam’ has figured in the annals 
of crime in the Eastern and New England 
States for years, and has a reputation among 
men of his classsecond to none. Sam is sup- 
ee ee need in the Dexter, Me., 
k robbery where the cashier was mur- 
dered. His right name is Samuel Perris, 
alias Perry, a native of Canada, and he speaks 
French fluently. Sam escaped from the jail 
_ at Worcester, | » some years ago, and the 


County Commissioners offered a reward of 
$3,000 for his recapture, 

*** Dutch Dan’ is the alias of Alfred Karl, 
alias Dan Watson, a famous Philadelphia 
cracksman and inaker of burgiars’ tools. He 
is one of the most expert lock-fitters in this 
country, his only superior being ‘ French 
Louis,’ who is now in Sing Sing. Dan has 
spent fifteen years of an eventful life behind 
the bars at Cherry Hill and in other prisons. 

** Piano Charley’ is the soubriquet of 
William A, Judson, alias Charles Bullard, but 
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his right name is Charles Wells. He gained 
a world-wide reputation as a burglar when he 
participated in the Boyleston Bank robbery 
at Boston. The men who assisted him in this 
job were Adam Worth, lke Marsh, and Bob 
Cochran. They got away to Europe with 
$600,000 worth of negotiable paper. Adam 
Worth is Over the water still, living the life of 
a prince. Marsh came back, cracked an- 
other bank, and was‘ settled ’ at Philadelphia 
for seventeen years. ‘ Piano Charley’ went 
to Paris with his portion and opened a grand 
buffet in the Rue Scribe, said to have been 
magnificent. He might have been there yet 
had not a Chicago detective, who happened 
over there, ‘ got on to him.’ He returned to 
America, was arrested later on, and sent to 
the Concord prison, from whichy he escaped 
several years since. 

‘**Shang’ Campbell is a daring profession- 
al criminal, whose right name is James Camp- 
bell, alias Trainor. He was one of the White 
Plains (N. Y.) masked burglars, the gang be- 
ing composed of such men as Dan Kelly, 
Patsy Conroy, Danny Brady, and ‘Britley’ 
Burns, all of whom received terms at Sing 
Sing, ranging up to twenty years. ‘Shang 
Campbell was captured at Key West, brought 
back, and got off with two years. When his 
term expired he came West and joined forces 
with Jimmy Carroll, and was with him in the 
robbery of Paymaster McNamee at Montreal, 
when they stole a valise containing $14,000. 
Carroll was captured and served five years at 
Kingston under the name of John H. Jones. 

‘** Bouquet Johnny’ is known to detectives 
in all large cities asa clever thief and bogus 
check worker. His right name is John C: 
Buckley, alias Beaucleigh, alias Bancroft. He 
has a brother, William Buckley, who is a 
‘cross-roads’ thief and has served terms 
at Toronto and Jefferson City. ‘ Bouquet’ 
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first followed his profession in the East, ®ut 
later operated at Chicago and St. Louis with 
Patsey Burns. They worked the bogus- bond 
express racket on railroad trains all over the 
West until finally Detective Furlong, of St. 
Louis made it so warin for them that they 
went back East. 

**Pretty Jimmy’ is a noted New York 
pickpocket named James Wilson, who has 
operated in all the large cities for years past, 
and is famed as being something of a Fagin, 
as he generally has a number of young 
‘knueks,’ or pickpockets, in his service, 
whom he instructs in all the arts and wiles 
necessary to inake them efficient chevaliers 
d’industrie. 

***Snatch-Em’ is the alias of a famous 
Philadelphia hotel -thief named George Lee, 
alias William H. Berry, whose pals were 
Aleck Stewart and Charles Woodward, alias 
‘Diamond Charley.’ The latter received his 
sobriquet from once having swallowed a $500 
diamond stud. He had stolen the gem from 
the bosom of a traveling man in a Chicago 
hotel and was caught by the victim, but 
not before Woodward had placed 
the stone in his mouth. In or- 
der that it should not be used as 
evidence against him he. swallowed 
it, settimg and all. These crooks followed 
Max Freund,an agent of Freund & Co.,a 
New York jewelry tirm, all over the country 
until they found an opportunity to rob him 
at the Palmer House, when they took his 
sample case, containing diamonds and gold 
watches valued at $25.000. ‘* Snatch ’Em’ 
was caught in New York by Billy Pinkerton. 
Woodward was arrested in Chicago and both 
were sent to Joliet for five years. 

*** Red Hyle,’ or ‘Cincinnati Red,’ is an ex- 
pert hotel thief, one of the cleverest ever 
turned out at Cincinnati, whose right name is 
Charles Hylebert, alias Hallert or Hail. Dur- 
ing the ceremonies at Washington when 
President Harrison was inaugurated, ‘ Red 
Hyle,’ and ‘Shang’ Campbell greatly dis- 
tinguished themselves by robbing three 
hotels in one day—the St. James, the 
American House, and the Metropolitan— 
getting away witha lot of valjuable : stuff be- 
longing to guests. During the World’s Fair 
‘Red Hyle’ made his headquarters out in 
Hyde Park and is undoubtedly resporisible 
for some of the clever robberies perpetrated 
upon guests at World’s Fair hotels in that 
district. 

*** Poodle Murphy’ is the alias of Terrence 
Murphy, alias Robinson, who is concéded to 
be the banner pickpocket of America. | In- 
spector Byrnes of New York freely awards 
him the palm as being the king-pin of them 
all. Asa boy ‘Poodle’ grew vp at Albany, 
where he was born. Later on he went to New 
York and became the leader of the Bowery 
gang, which was composed of such adepts as 
Charley Allen, ‘Big Dick’ Morris, Aleck 
Evans, alias ‘The Milkman,’ Joe Gorman, 
and Tom Burns. Of late years ‘Poodle’ and 
‘Pretty Jimmy’ Wilson have been partners 
and travel together. One of * Poodle’s’ noted 
exploits was the robbery of ex-Secretary 
of the Navy Robeson at New York. He 
also robbed Shadrach Raleigh of Delaware, 
of $500 cash and $3,000 in notes, picking 
his pocket on a street car at Philadelphia, for 
which crime both ‘ Poodle’ and ‘ Pretty Jim’ 
eee three years at the Eastern Peniten- 

iary. 

‘**Dago Frank’ is a New Orleans safe- 
opener and all-around burglar, whose right 
name is Frank Denin. He is the pal of Billy 
Forrester, the so-called Nathan murderer of 
New York. Billy is now in the Virginia peni- 
tentiary at Richmond. 

*** Yellow Legs’ is the alias of a noted con- 
fidence man and gold brick worker named 
Alexander Henry. Last spring he was capt- 
ured in Chicago under the name of Tom 
Mack and was taken to Cincinnati, where he 
was wanted for working the ‘spiel mark’ 
racket, He was held in heavy bonds for trial, 
but Jumped his bail and is now at liberty. 

***The Mourner; or, Funeral Jim.’ is well 
named, He has a very sanctimonious counte- 
nance, and makes a specialty of robbing the 
mourners at funerals. It is said that he can 
drop a tear over the deceased with a touching 
melancholy which goes straight to the heart, 
and at the same time grope pensively and un- 
obtrusively in his neighbor’s pockets. His 
right name is James Mills, alias Wells, and he 
has served his ‘ bit’ at Sing Sing and in other 
prisons. 

** * Montreal’ is a hotel thief whose name is 
Thomas White—a cool, cunning rascal: who 
works with ‘Rock’ Cannon. White com. 
menced his career in Chicago ’way back in 
the sixties, and has worked all over 
the country, and between times has tarried 
fora while at various prisons. Some years 
ago he stole $13,000 worth of diamonds froin 
ag 8 of a Wa her Chicago gambler

*** Hoosier Bill,’ or * Stuttering Johnnie,’ as 


he issometimes called, is a celebrated thief 


confidence man, pretty well known all 
corn the West. His right name is William C, 
Bridges, but he is also known 4s John Meyer 
and ‘ Hoosier’ Brown. He is an escaped con- 
m Joliet. | 
rs Jack Sheppard’ is the alias of an Amer- 
ican thief who during his career has per- 
formed greater feats, both at stealing and 
jail-breaking, than the original Jack Shep- 
rd poe: ter.“ of. His right name is 
, eee! H. Mahoney. alias Mathews, alias Har- 
rington. Jack was born in New York in 
1844, and was a street pirate when almost a 
baby. When he was but 16 years old he 
created a sensation by makmg a daring es- 
cape from the New York Tombs, cutting his 
way out and walking in sight of the guards to 
liberty. He has since then been the inmate 
of a dozen different prisons and has escaped 
from them all except our own Joliet ‘pen’ 
and the bastile at Cherry Hill, Philadelphia. 
| “* Dayton Sam,’ as _ his alias indicates, is a 
native of Dayton, O., higright name bein 
John Streahee. He is an adept at diamon 
stud nipping and has cut many a ‘sparkler , 
from the shirt front of unsuspecting victims 
in Chicago, St. Louis, and Cincinnati. Sam 
is also a noted *pennyweighter’ and hotel 
thief and travels with such crooks as George 
Carr, alias ‘Mother Empy’s Kid’; Charley 
Marr, alias *Little Dutch’; Frank Kelsey. 
alias ‘Kelly’; ‘Big Ed’ Nugent, and ‘The 
Gorelle,’ alias Roberts. This gang have fre- 
uently been arrested at Chicago, and during 
the World’s Fair were there, but the po- 
lice failed to get a case against 
any .of them. ‘Dayton Sam’ is said 
to be a protected thief—in other 
wards he has friends among the ‘ fly coppers 
in the different cities, who use him asa 
‘ pigeon,’ or one who will give up information 
concerning the operations of his pals. 

‘** Hustling Bob’ was the alias of Robert 
Scott, the partner of Jim Dunlap in the great 
Northampton bank robbery, He died at the 
Charlestown prison while undergoing a twen- 
ty-year sentence. 

‘** Johnny Dobbs’ is also a noted bank 
thief implicated in the Manhattan Bank 
robbery. His right name is John Kerri- 
gan, alias Henry Hall. Dobbs was caught 
in Philadelphia while attempting to 
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dispose of $5,000 worth of the stolen Man- 
hattan bonds. Itis claimed that he was also 
a member of ‘ Piano Charley’s’ gang in the 
affair at Dexter, Me. 

‘* *Gopher Bill,’ as his alias indicates, is a 
safe-blower. He is known in Philadelphia 
and Baltimore as Charles Alexander, alias 
Williain H. Robinson, and was one of the five’ 
burglars arrested for robbing the safe of G. 
V. Bailey, at Kenneth Square, Pa., when the 
thieves got away with nearly $100,000 in 
eashand securities. ‘Gopher Bill’ turned 
State’s evidence against his partners, and got 
off with a light sentence. 

*** Fa\-Man-Burke’ is a Chicago celebrity 
whose right name is John Burke, a brother to 
Biily Burte, the famous bank sneak. ‘ Fat- 
Man,’ obtained his sobriquet, not because he 
was so very fat or fleshy, but because of his 
awful leannegs. He is over six feet high and 
as thin as a shadow. As a thief he is an 
adept at the ‘ biggy trick,’ and has worn out 
his share of hkey-metal behind the bars at 
Joliet and other prisons. 

‘*** Muidoon,’ or‘ Lord Dundreary,’ as he is 
sometimes called, is one of the worst criminals 
in the West—a cold-»looded, heartless rascal, 
who is thoroughly dewsted even by his pals. 
His right name is Harry Myers, but 
he has been convicted at Chicago 
under the names of Harry Duncan 
and Joe Dolan. Hecomesfrom a family of 
crooks, his father and brother, Charley, both 
having worn stripes at Joliet. * Muldoon’ 
gained wide notoriety as the Farmer Fair- 
banks robber at Wheaton, Hl., when asa 
masked burglar he toasted the feet of Fair- 
banks and his aged wife over a lamp, in order 
tomake them ‘reveal the hiding place where 
their money was concealed. This was a most 
atrocious affair. There were three men con- 
cerned im it, and they secured’ $14,000 
in government bonds. Myers was captured 
at St. Louis and _ (fully  indentified 
by Mrs. Fairbanks, in spite of his having cut 
off his ‘*Dundreary’ whiskers. He was 
‘settled’ at Joliet for fourteen years for 
this’ crime. While in prison he tried every 
scheme possibletoshirk his work. and one day 
deliberately chopped off one of his forefin- 
gers in order to avoid working at a task that 
required a man witha fuli set of fingers and 
thumbs. 

** Oyster Jim’ isa pickpocket named James 
Munkittrick, who is also known as Sam Har- 
ris. He works with ‘Yellow Sam’ McDon- 
aid. ‘Their specialty is working conventions 
and other large gatherings where pickpuckets 
generally reap a harvest. 

‘*** Dutch Alonzo’ is a clever bank thief of 
national reputation, who has operated from 
Boston to San Francisco with such crooks as 
Joe Dubuque, Jimmy Carroll, and Paddy 
Guerin. His right name is Alonzo Henn, 
alias Frank Morrison. He isnow-in Engiand, 
and was recently arrested in London with a 
slick woman partner named Dolly Reynolds, 
alias Alice Cody.’ They were held for steal- 
ing $3,000 worth of diamonds. 

** * Dice-Box’ is an expert pickpocket who 
was captured at Washington during the in- 
auguration ceremonies last spring. He has 
often been in the clutches of the officers at 
New York and Boston, but has remarkable 
luck in escaping from the meshes of the law. 
His right name is George Mallard, alias 
Charles Marsmore. 

‘** Father Becker,’ or the ‘ Bogus Priest,’ 
as he is sometimes called, is a most remark- 
able criminal, a confidence man, and swin- 
dler. His right name is Adrien Gorter. a na- 
tive of Holland. He has been arrested and 
imprisoned at St. Louis as the Rev. Gaston 
de Rohan; at Tracadie, N.S.,as Pere Rob. 
ert; at Albertviile, Savoy, France, as Viscount 
Alphonsus de Gortere; at New Orleans as 
Father de Rogue, alias Baron d’Alonzo; at 
Memphis as the Rev. Gaston von Hoagland, 
alias Father Dominique; and at Chicago and 
Milwaukee as the Rev. E. H. Kitzler. This

ty of robbing . 


t clergymen. When not 
in prison doing penance for past 
crimes he travels from city to 
city with forged letters, claiming to be a 
Trappist Monk. He is a smooth conversa- 
tionalist and easily ingratiates himself into 
the,good graces of Catholic clergynien, with 
whom he invariably stops. He was recently 
released from a term at Joliet Prison. 

** Canada Johnny,’ or Mike Silk, alias 
Arthur Bond, isa clever jewelry-store thief, 
now serving ten years for robbing Schollar’s 
jewelry store at Chicago, 

_‘** Little George ’ is a smooth crook whose 
right name is George Carson. alias Riley. He 
works with ‘Rufe’ Miner, and was last ar- 
rested in Chicago three years ago. 

** The Swede,’ or ‘John, the Swede,’ is a 
notorious pickpocket, one of the best in the 
country, whose right name*is John Wall, or 
Wale. He has been a thief and ‘shell work- 
er’ for years around Chicago. . 

‘*** Yorkey’ is an alias that belongs to sev- 
eral bad criminals, notably George V. Blibley, 
alias Calahan, alias Rogers, a well-known 
Milwaukee crook; also to Thomas Moore, 


alias Charies Moore, *Yorkey’ Moore be- 


pee in Pittsburg, but has often been in 


trouble in Cincinnati and Chicago, and recent- 
ly completed a long term at Joliet. 
*** Little Lou,’ or Louisa Jordan, is the wife 
‘Pretty Tom’ Bigelow, and has hada 
eventful career. She has 
been married a dozen times, among 
her husbands being such noted characters as 
Billy Derrigan, William J, Sharkey, the mur- 
derer, whom she assisted ip eseaping from the 
New York Tombs; Aléck Purple, Dan Kelly, 
alias ‘Dan the Rioter’; and Barney Aaron, 
the pugilist. She procured a divorce in Chi-

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cago from the latter and married Bigelow, 
who isa noted thief. ‘ Little Lou’ has the 
lower half of her right ear cut off. She re- 
ceived this mark in Brazil, where she stole 
the jewels of a rich Spanish lady, and was 
condemned to receive forty lashes on the bare 
back and have hes. eas clipped. She now 
wears her hair combed down over the ears to 
hide this mark of infamy. 

*** Col, Cross’ is the alias of Oscar Neal, 
alias James Buchanan Cross, the greatest 
forger this country ever saw. His skill with 
the pen is marvelous. He is credited with 
forging pardons on which he was released 
from three different prisons. He obtained 
his release from Auburn in this way. 

*** White Pine’ is the alias of George Mar- 
tin, alias Russell,a noted geld-briek swindler. 
Ke created a sensationat Chicago a few weeks 
ago by running a bowie knife into a gambler 
called ‘Sir’ James Arlington, who died 
from the wound.”

minishes with age and therefore all vacci- 
nators urge the early vaccination of children, 
It has been said that infants should. be 
vaccinated before they are many weeks old 
In England about two-thirds ‘of all in. 
fants are vaccinated at the public 
expense. The act was passed in 1871 
which compelled the Boards of Guardians 
to appoint vaccination officers. The guard. 
lang also appointed a public vaccinator 
whose duty it was to vaccinate for the fee of 
one shilling and six pence all children within 
his district and report the same after exami- 
nation a week later. . In those days it was the 
duty of these officers to see that all infants 
were vaccinated before the age of 3 months 
(in Scotland the laws read 6 months). 
Parents who refused to have their children 
vaccinated were liable toa fine of twenty 
shillings for each offense. In 1885 2.000 
prosecutions of'this kind. were made. This 
compulsory law was passed in 1853. 
: Vaccination became compulsory in Bavaria 
in 1807,in Denmark in 1810. Sweden in 
, Hesse, and other German 
J *russia in 1835, Roumania 
in 1874, Hungary in 1876, and Servia in 
1881. In ten out of ‘twenty-two Swiss can- 
tons it is compulsory, and in most countries 
where there is no law of this kind it is made 
necessary to soldiers, State employés, school 
pupils, etc. In almost ail American States 
there are now vaccination statutes, though 
C anada shows less interest in the matter. 

Smallpox was formerly the greatest scourge 
of Christendom and was almost universal in 
Europe. In 1720, after fierce opposition, 
Lady Mary Wortley Montague, a_ writer 
and the highly educated wife of a 
member of the House of Commons, succeeded 
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in introducing the practice of smallpox in- 
oculation, as she had seen it performed in 
Turkey, into Europe. This produced the dis- 
ease in a light form that protected against the 
more severe malady, but as extreme cases of 
the disease may be contracted from the lighter 
ones this established a source of contagion, 
which made smallpox more prevalent after its 
use than before, 

The plan of smallpox inoculation was in- 
troduced into America by Dr. Woodville, an 
Eastern college professor, and it was prac- 
ticed until after Jenner’s discovery was an- 
nounced and until the value of animal vacci- 
nation became known, 

March 26, 1866, a 
taneous cowpox was discovered in 
Beaugency, France, which became 
famous in the history of vaccinia. Prof. 
Dupal, ** Director de la Vaccine,’’ went im- 
mediately to inspect the case, and found as 
reported a young milch cow which had the 
disease and exhibited the typical vesicles. 
With a view to testing the case, another cow 
and two children were vaccinated from the 
virus with the best of success. M. Bechemier 
and several other physicians then visited 
Beaugency, obtained some of the virus, car- 
ried it to Orleans, and vaccinated a calf. Of 
six experiments only one was successful, 
owing probably to the inexperienced manner 
in which the vaccine was applied. 

From this successful vaccination another 
calf and several children were vaccinated, and 
from this calf Prof, Dupal began the propa- 
gation of the vaccine virus which for many 
years was the only *' stock’”’ known. 

From Dupal’s producting the late Henry 
A. Martin procured the supply with which in 
1870 he began the propagation, of bovine 
virusin America. Dr. Martin, fearing the 
deterioration of the ‘virus by a long 
series of heifer-to-heifer propagation, offered 
a reward to any one who found a case of spon- 
taneous cow-pox in America. After several 
‘* wild goose chases’? and many disappoint- 
ments he founda genuine and spontaneous 
case in Cohasset, Mass. This answering suc- 
cessfully to his tests he continued the propa- 
gation from this new source as well as the old. 

In 1876 Dr. H. M. Alexander of Marietta, 
Pa., who is widely known in medical circles 
and who now has the largest vaccine farm in 
the world, became interested in the subject of 
vaccine virus and kept a continual lookout 
for cases of spontaneous cowpox and was 
rewarded Jan. 28, 1885, by having a case 
reported to him from the farm of Henry 
Fletcher, about a mile from. Marietta. 

Dr. Alexander went out to examine. the 
case and found it to be genuine, The vaccine 
collected from this source was used most 
successfully, the vaccinations made from it 
maturing fully a day earlier.than with the old 
virus. 

Dr. Paul Paquin, M. D., D. V.S., Director 
of the Laboratory of Hygiene at Battle Creek, 
Mich., who was lately professor of compara- 
tive medicine and director of the bacteriologi- 
cal laboratory of the University of Columbus, 
Mo., says: 

Itis advanced that vaccine virus consists of 
minute cocci floating in lymph. Microscopic 
analysis of postules of, vaccinia support this 
view, but artificial cultures have failed so far to 

roduce them in a typical transmissible form. 
But whatever may bethe anatomical character 
of vaccine virus, it does not alter the fact 
that to be pure it must be nothi 
else than the material produced in anc 
by a typical postule of vaccinia, absolutely 
free from any kind of contamination. In_ com- 
plicated vaccinia the end is occasionally defeated 
by the invasion of foreign microbes, and _ there- 
fore the person remains unprotected and may 
succumb to smallpox. Itis probably such cases 
which anti-vaccinationists produce as a peony 
that vaccination does not protect, but is insteac 
useless and dangerous. Vaccine producers 
should exercise as much careia the production 
of vaccine as surgeons do in surgery and produce 
it aseptically as near as possible, Physicians 
cwe it to their people to know _ that 
their vaccine virus comes from =a 
reliable institution, and that in vaccinating 
the ordinary method of scratching without refer- 
ence to cleanliness is insufficient and dangerous. 
The arm should be first washed with soap and

warm water and then with freshly boiled water 
with a sterilized sponge or cloth, and the scarifi- 
cations should be made with an equally aseptic 
instrument. After the vaccinated spot 18 dry it 
should be covered loosely with a sterilized cot- 
ton cloth for a day or two to protect it from con- 
tamination. 

There is considerable difference in the 
methods of propagating animal virus in this 
country. Many frauds have been practiced. 
Examinations of points that didn’t “ take” 
in one case discovered a large stock covered 
with mucilage instead of vaccine. 

The early-time practice of arm to arm vac- 
cination gave rise to so much difficulty in the 
transmission of blood and skin diseases that 
the profession gladly hailed the idea of Dr, 
Martin to use an ivory “ point,” which 
he intended to be used as a lancet, thus avoid- 
ing any risk in using an instrument which 
might pot be perfectly aseptic. Before the 
use of ivory, quills were used, and also crusts 


or scabs, the latter having dince been entirely 
denounced. Tubes of fluid lymph are still 
used, these requiring especially careful prep- 
aration, | 

Dr, Paul Gibier, medical director of the 
Pasteur Institute of New York, says: 

In our “farm” in Paris we prepare it accord- 
ing to the modern teachings of bacteriology. If 
we consider vaccine from its origin we find that 
itis‘taken from some vesicles which grow on 
certain parts of the cow and also on the legs of 
horses. The liquid of these vesicles is used to 
cultivate vaccine on the heifer and from one 
heifer to another. | At first we ascertain that the 
animals are not affected with tuberculosis and 
if the temperature rises after injecting tuber- 
culine the animal is not used. The

sides of the heifer or young. calf 
are then shaved, cleaned, and disinfected as for 
a surgical operation. The inoculations are now 
made with a lancetin thirty or more places on 
the sides, the parts being protected with a thick 
coat of sterilized cotton maintained with band- 
ages. After a few days, if the places show the 
characteristic eruptions of vaccine, special 
forceps are applied around the points of inocnu- 
lation. Some lymph then exudes clear. We col- 
lect it in sterilized pipettes. After having been 
mixed with a@ preservative composition 
the lymph is -introduced into small glass 
tubes, which are sealed afterwards 
with the flame of an  oxhydrie lamp. 
The vaccine virus prepared in this way is as 
perfect as it can be. This is why after many 
years trial it has been adopted by the French 
Government for the colleges, schools, and army, 
and also for the hospitals of Paris and Boards of 
Health in Paris and many other cities of France. 

The Paquin vaccine laboratory of Colum- 
bia, Mo., began its existence in 1886, when 
Dr. Paul Paquin returned from Europe, 
where he had been sent by the State Uni- 
versity to study under the eminent scientists 
of France, and began the production of vac- 
cine for the State with the virus of Europe’s 
hest stables. In 1890 the Board of Curators 
decided to discontinue the production of vac- 
cine asa State institution and Dr. D. D. 
Moss was given the post of managing secre- 
tary of the ‘‘farm,”’ <A place of 200 
acres was finally purchased after the 
business had outgrown its quarters on. the 
edge of town. These buildings are situated 
on conveniently high ground just outside of 
Columbia and the animals are obtained from 
herds belonging to the establishment or those 
in the immediate neighborhood, thus avoid- 
ing long drives to which cattle are so often 
subjected. 

Dr. Moss says: ‘‘ We use the beef brands 
of cattle, as they are less likely to tuberculosis, 
and select nearly altogether from the short- 
horn heifers.” 

This institution prepares the virus upon 
ivory points only and coats them with the 
virus from two different animals with the aid 
ofa fine brush. The points are air-dried and 
placed in dessicators over chloride of lime 
for more thorough drying, when they are 
wrapped in sterilized tissue paper and then in 
rubber tissue and packed in packages of .ten. 
This is the usual number of points put in one 
package in all institutions, and they are al- 
ways covered with gutta percha or rubber to 
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protect them from dampness, which is the 
sworn enemy of vaccine. The almost uni- 
versal price is $1 for each packet. 

The aim has been for some time among 
scientists tu find an artificial medium for the 
production of the virus, but sofarall attempts 
of this kind have proved unsuccessful. Until 
vaccine can be produced artificially it never 
can be said to be perfectly pure, but the dan- 
gers attending animal vaccination are nothing 
compared with the old-time practice of arm 
to arm vaccination. 

Mostof the ivory points come from the 
Rodger Manufacturing company of ‘Deep 
River Valley, Conn., and are made from 
waste scraps of ivory. During a smallpox 
scare several years ago, when there was 
a great demand for vaccine, whole tusks were 
cut up to make the tiny lancets. 


FROM THE HEART OF LABRADOR, 
A Canadian Explorer Finds a Mild Cli- 
mate and Fine Forests There. 

Acting upon the advice of Dr. Selwyn, 
Chief of the Dominion Geological Survey, 
the Dominion Government nearly a year ago 
sent a special expedition to explore the in- 
terior of Labrador, says a dispatch from Ot- 
tawa. ‘The expedition was in charge of A. 
P. Low, one of the most energetic engineers 
of the Geological Survey. He left Ottawa 
June 5, 1893, with equipment sufficient for a 
year and a half’s absence, as access to Labra- 
dor is impossible during the six winter 
months, A letter was received from Low last 
August. Since that time no word was re- 
ceived untii yesterday, when Dr. Selwyn was 
handed a report conveyed to Ottawa by way 
of Hudson Bay company posts. 

The report was sent by Low from Rigolet, 
a Hudson Bay post at Hamilton Inlet, on the 
extreme north shore'of Labrador. He tells a 
story that Dr. Selwyn says will cause astonish- 
ment in scientific and geographical circles. 
It is to the effect that the climatein the in- 
terior, where there are many large sheltered 
valleys, is far milder than was supposed. The 
vast district, he says, is thickly wooded with 
spruce trees, interspersed with poplar. There 
are many thousand square miles of spruce 
trees, sufficient to last for many years after 
other. Canadian forests have been exhausted. 
Most of the spruce trees, he says, would make 
timber eighteen ‘inches square, 

Throughout the country, he says, there are 
indications of vast deposits of the richest iron 
ore. ‘The entire route traversed by Low was 
a great revelation. Hestarted from Quebec 
by way of Lake St. John, to which a railway 
was opened last year. One hundred and 
twenty miles from Lake St. John the ex. 
plorer entered the wilderness with an assist- 
ant, a dozen voyageurs and Indians, and six 
canoes. They followed the streams into the 
interior of Labrador, finding the country in 
stretches extremely rough and the rivers dan- 
gerous. The trip was nearly 1,000 miles in 
length. : 

Low said he expected to, leave his quarters 
early this spring and return home during the 
fall. He will try and make the return trip 
overland through the southern part of Lab- 
rador, just above the Quebec boundary,

BONET TOWER ABLAZE 


DISTINCTIVE FEATURE OF THE MID- 
WINTER FAIR A SUOOESS. 


View from the Top Unfolds in a Glorious 
Panorama the Sunset City, Golden Gate 
Park, and the Waters of the Pacific 
Designer of This “ Drawing Card” Many 
Years a Resident of Chicago—Detalls of 


the Illumination Scheme—In the Me- 
chanical Arts Building. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 13,—[Special 
Correspondence.]—The Midwinter Fair may 
now be said to be in absolute readiness and in 
excellent working order. The lofty Electric 
Tower sends forth its nightly blaze of glory. 
That there was nothing of a similar nature in 
Chicago, nothing from which the Electric 
Tower was copied. isa fact over which San 
Franciscans cannot do otherwise than rejoice. 
One thing, however, should hot be overlooked, 
that this relatively gigantic enterprise was de- 
vised and executed by aman who is ever 
pleased to be called a Chicagoan. Although 
a Frenchman by birth, Leo Bonet, after many 
years’ residence in Chicago, has become thor- 
oughly imbued with the spirit and push of its 
native sons. In addition to building up the 
tower that now bears his name since the start 
he has been one of the greatest and most use- 
ful workers in planning and completing many 
structures of the Midwinter Fair. 

When the Director-General and the mem- 
bers of the Executive committee went up to 
the third platform of the tower on the open- 
ing day they were astonished themselves at 
the sight of the little city, Sunset City, they 
had been instrumental in creating in the 
space of only afew months. Of course, no- 
body expects to see a White City from the top 
of the tower, as they were wont to from the 
topmost car of the Ferris Wheel. But, never- 
theless. without looking further ahead than 
the grounds of the Exposition and Golden 
Gate Park the person who bas been all over 
the Fair for the last few months is astounded. 
The sight becomes absolutely marvelous when 
one glances out on tke ocean or across the 
bay, and no doubt when the Fair is brought 
to a close the tower will remain asa token of 
the enterprise of the men who built up the 
Fair. and also as a meteorological station for 
San Francisco, 

Something About the Architect. 

Astothe man who erected, the tower, he 
will get his deserts like all men who have 
built tall monumerits have never failed to do. 
This is by no means Mr. Bonet’s first piece of 
work. Hecontributed to many of the archi- 
tectural features of the staff buildings at the 
World’s Fair, and before coming to this coun- 
try worked years ago on the restoration of the 
famous cathedral at Rouen, France, under 
one of the greatest of architects, Viollet le 
Duce. 

The Bonet electric tower stands as near the 
center of tha Grand Court of Honor of tne 
Midwinter Exposition as possible and sends 
forth its light with an equal vigor on all 
sides. Across the gardens that surround it, 
at a distance of 100 yards, are the 
five main buildings of the Exposition. These 
being lively colored and carrying thousands 
of lights of their own, are made to look es- 
pecially brilliant when the huge flash lights 
are directed from the summit of the tower to 
their roofs. There are 5,000. iricandescent 
lights of different colors on the tower. These 
are called into requisition nightly and form 
part of the general illumination. As most of 
these lights are fixed to the outside frame- 
work of the tower one easily can imagine the 
fine decorative effects obtainable and the 
gorgeous sight the tower presents when viewed 
froma distance, As its name implies its 
prime object is for lighting purposes. One of 
the lower platforms will be used for a band- 
stand. T. Canfield, a young electrician, is re- 
sponsible for the posing of all the incandescent 
lights. ; 

Gets Slim Toward the Top. 

The elevator that takes one to the top is 
similar to the elevator that was used in the 
Manufactures Building in Chicago, It takes 
up about a dozen or fifteen persons at a time, 
and if necessary can make fifty trips an hour. 
At present every caution is being taken to pre- 
vent the slightest of accidents, and five min- 
utes is allowed for each round trip. Even 
under these circumstances the venture at 25 
cents a ride to the top and 10 cents for those 
who are content witha journey to the first 
platform can turn out to be a profitable one, 
The entire cost of the tower does not amount 
to $50,000 and the expenses for running it 
are notatall great. Atthe pres§nt time it is 
generally conceded that it will prove to be the 
most profitable venture at the Midwinter Fair, 
irrespective of the use to which it may be put 
when the Fair is over. Ona windy day the 
sensation one experiences on the top of the 
tower is similae to that one endures on a 
rough sea, and the vibration is ail the more 
noticeable asthe tower gets slim toward the 
top. 

In the Mechanical Arts Building. 

The Mechanical Arts Building, to which the 
exposition owes so much, contains the entire 
display of electric appliances, , Most remark- 
able among the many new and perfect inven- 
tions of the age, as far as the field of physical 
research is concerned, is the unique device 
for the transmission of an electric current 
through three machines and finally applying 
the resultant power to other intricate mechan- 
ical contrivances. The electric tower and the 
electric fountains derive both their beauty 
and brilliancy from this building. But in ad- 
dition to these the Pacific coast hason ex- 
hibit a fine display of hydraulic machinery. 
As the space inside the buildingis exceeding- 
ly limited no ancient forms of mechanical 
devices are exhibited. Up-to-date ideas alone 
reign in the Palace of Mechanical Arts. 

Another feature in the building is the fine 
exhibit of California’s mining industries and 
anample collection of ores and munerals, 
There are three quartz mills in operation, 
with the usual amalgamating appliances, re- 
torts, assaying plants, and everything that is 
required to extract the metal from the ores 
so bountifully supplied by California. .So 
that, although of small dimensions, it is made 
to do service as Mechanical Arta, Electricity, 
and Mines and Mining Buildings. 

Color Scheme of the Structure. 


Situated at the southern side of the Court 
of Honor the Mechanic Arts Building isa 
large structure East Indiain style. Itstowers 
and minarets are golden and the stars and 
crescent gleam high above the central spires, 
The coloring onthis building is a success. 
Light ivory is the general pervading tone. 
The tiled; roofs are tinted with a delicate 
greenish gray. The central feature of the 
main entrance, the towers and spires are col- 
ored in turquois blue and dull yellows. The 
pinnacles are all tipped with gold. Finally, 
the columns are of vermilion, and here and 
there are tones of deeper red, increasing in 
density as the contrast with the foliage is ap- 
proached,

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No. 6 Will Go Fast, 
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TO MANAGE CHILDREN 


MRS. OHRISTINE TERHUNE HERRIOK 
TALKS ON THE SUBJECT. 


Ignorance of Young Mothers One of the 
Causes of Disobedience — When and 
How Punishment Should Be Given= 
Temperaments That Kequire Study= 
Developing the Young Idea in the 
Right Direction—Im portance of Guard- 
ing a Child’s Health. 

No child is too young to be taught obe- 
dience. So soon as he begins to show that he 
has a will of his own—an event which usually 
takes place when his existence is only a period 
of days—his training shotid be begun.’ I 
have known children who did not recover for 
months from the spoiling they received from a 
too tender-hearted monthly nurse who would 
snatch them from the cradle the moment 
they cried, walk the floor with them whenever 
they were restiess, and who always hushed 
them to sleep upon her bosom. I have had 
the greater pleasure of being intimately ac- 
quainted with other infants who were so 
judiciously trained by their first attendant 
that when only two months old they had 
established the habit they never lost of going 
to sleep in their own little bassinets, without 
either rocking or singing. 


It is no unusual thing to find very young 


babies exceedingly self-willed. They have 
clear ideas of what they want and exert the 
only manner in their power to obtain it. They 
may have “no language but a cry,” 
but that—if the sacrilege of a slang 
phrase may be permitted side by side 
with a quotation from the late lau- 
reate—they usually ‘‘ work for all it is 
worth.”’ In most cases it proves efficacious, 
and the short-sighted mother or nurse who 
values present more than future peace will 
trot the baby, feed it, walk with it, sing to it— 
anything that will insure temporary quiet. A 
tiny baby’s mind may be in an inchoate con- 
dition, but it is sufticiently developed to 
prompt him to cry again to gain what crying 
promptly brought him. 

Of course there must be reason and modera- 


tion in al! things. Theear is quickly trained . 


to discern between the cry of naughtiness and 
the cry of suffering. Discipline must be sus- 

nded when a baby has the colic or any other 
nfantile malady, but it must be resumed as 
soon as the pain isatan end. The formation 
of regular habits may seem troublesome at 
first. but the comfort that results to both 
mother and child when the latter has stated 
hours for food, sleep, dressing, and undress- 
ing is well worth the care their establishment 
has cost. 

Babies May Be Trained. 


Such obedience is, naturally, only me- 
chanical, but it paves the way for the later 
intelligent compliance with the parent’s com- 
mands. A child may learn this in part before 

heisa year old and may grow into the at- 
titude of eubmission and authority so gradual- 
ly that he does. not feel it a burden, but takes 
it as a matter of course. 

To bring about such a consummation the 


mother should begin by giving only simple. 


commands, and then insist upon their enforce. 
ment. She should couch her orders in plain 
language that the child may readily compre- 
hend, and show him that she expects a prompt 
obedience. She should avoid raising an issue 

. by giving unnecessary behests, but, the issue 
once raised, she must come out victor. 

**{ may not have pretty children, or clever 
children, or even interesting children, but 
they shall be obedient!’ spoke one young 
mother, who had herself been reared in the 
manner it has become the custom to call 
** old-fashioned ”’ of obeying her parents. 

The mother who professes herself ‘too 
tender-hearted,’”’ which might usually be 
translated **too self-indulgent,’”’ to compel 
the obedience of her children is wont to affirm 
that she would rather have an insubordinate 
nursery than to purchase tractable offspring 
at the price of cor 1 punishment. Many 
deeper thinkers will share her aversion to 
switchmg. spankings, and slaps, but the dis- 
c'plinarian who has given careful study to 
this subject will tell you that order may be 
maintained even without the use of the rod. 

I caH to mind one home presided over by a 
gracious woman where strict obedience was 
the law, and an infringement of an order was 
regarded as a kind of moral earthquake. Yet 
there the rod was practically unknown. The 
mother began her course of training by as- 
suming that her children’would obey her asa 


_ matter of course,and it rarely occurred to 


them to question her supposition. In those 


cases the penalty was swift and sure. 


Effectiveness of Certainty. 


**T have heard my mother say that it is not 
so much the severity as the certainty of a pun- 
ishment that renders it effectual,’’ would say 
this wise matron, and she put her theory to 
practical proof. The deprivation of some 
coveted pleasure, the early banishment to 
bed, the added task, usually served the pur- 
pose and rendered harsher measures unneces- 
sary. Serious indeed must be the offense that 
in that household warranted the use of the 
little switch that hung in the corner, a dust- 
covered warning to evil-doers. 

The children quickly learned to understand 
that from *“*mamma’s”’ decision there was 
noappeal. Her fiat was that of the Supreme 
Court. 

dee don’t you coax your mother to let 
you go?’ queried a aeighbor’s child of one 
of the little girls of the family, who had re. 
turned sorrowfully bearing a negative reply 
to a petition. The other child opened wide 
eyes of wonder, 

**Coax my mother? I never did sucha 
thing in my life. If mamma says, ‘ I'll see 
about it,’ or, ‘Ill think it over,’ about 
anything perhaps she will let us do it, but 
when she says ‘No,’ her mind is made up 
that it isn’t best for us and she wouldn't 
change if we begged all day ; and we wouldn’t 
dare beg, either.’ 

Yet there were surely never a happier home, 
more contented children, a more adored 
mother than this one who “ couldn’t be 
OMe? ‘aid the ih 

or the habit of obedience cease as 
the children advanced in years. | 

‘Why, she obeys you!’’ exclaimed a gentle- 
man to the mother in surprise oné evening. 
It was on the veranda of a summer:hotel, and 


the 15-year-old daughter had just been sum- 
moned quietly from a knot of merry young 
friends and reminded that it was 10 o'clock 
and her bed hour. 

‘‘Why should she not?” asked the mother. 
‘“*She has never been accustomed to doing 
anything else.”’ 

Temperaments That Require Study. 


Still some one may urge that the same rule 
that suits admirably with one disposition 
or setof dispositions may prove an utter fail- 
ure with another. 
**T could not manage Mary asI did Ellen, 
I can assure you,” said one housemother. 
‘When Ellen was naughty I put her in the 
corner until she was good, but when I tried 
the same plan with Mary she walked out of 
the corner as fast as I could put her in.” 
It is an undoubted truth that in the same 
family one will find diversities of tempera- 
ment that will require a study beyond the 
mere mechanical discipline that would treat 
children as so many blocks of wood to be 
hewed, whittled, and sandpapered into the 
same shape. The mother’s task would be 
easy were it composed of such training as 
this. She has instead to bear in mind that, 
as Emerson has said: “Man is a_ thing of 
shreds and patches, made up indifferently 
from good and bad ancestors and a misiit 
from the start.”’ ° 

One child she will find so much like herself 
that, as ‘she recognizes her own faults and 
foibles in him, her heart will be filled with 
pity, self-indignation, sympathy, and the 
firm intention to do all in her power 
to help the poor little victim crush 
those tendencies which have been her 
own lifelong burden. In another child 
she will perhaps find the blemishes even 
the eyes of love have been forced to perceive 
in his father’s chargeter. Grandparents are 
held responsibie for other defects, and there 
is generally a good supply of unidentified 
weaknesses that she must ticket ‘‘ human wa- 
rious,” or include in the one sweeping term 
** original sin.”’ 

Common Sense.in Punishment. 


While she must hold always to her main 
principle that discipline (that is, obedience) 
must be maintained, she should yet have too 
much common sense to pursue the same 
means in each caseto attain the one end. 
From her garden she may take a lesson by 
noting the different soil, exposure, and 
treatment each variety of plant re- 
quires for its culture. To change 
the figure, one child needs a@ 
firm hand, another may be driven with 
a loose rein, while nearly every mother will 
acknowledge to having had experience with a 
youngster whom she was forced to nanagé on 
the principle governing the man who put dirt 
in the mouth of his balky horse ‘‘ to give him 
a new idee.” 

Even in infancy these traits display them- 
selves, and the thoughtful mother speedily 
learns that the sharp reprimand which 
reduces one child to instant submis- 
sion cows another and makes him 
sullen: that the penalty which is dreaded by 
one is li htly esteemed by another; that the 
praise which stimulates and encourages onp 
to renewed effort makes another selt-confi- 
dent and overbearing. In one thing only it 
is to be hoped she will find all alike—in the 
devotion to her that makes her kiss, her 
smile, their chiefest reward; her grief or dis- 
pleasure the keenest sting of their punish- 
ments, 

The love shown will not be enough if it is 
not accompanied by that grace most neces- 
sary to the mother, patience. The nerves need 
ail the help that the heart can give, and the 
constant, wearing cares of a family often 
produce an irritability which, while it Is no 
index of the mother’s real feeling, is yet 
to be deplored because of its effect upon 
the children. They cannot go back of the 
outward appearance and trace the peevish ex- 
pression, the hasty word, the strained voice 
to a wakeful night, throbbing back and head, 
and outraged nerves. To them the whole 
matter is comprised in a brief, pregnant 
phrase, ‘‘ Mamma is cross.’’ And-this dark- 
ens their day and upsets their little world. 


Never Whip in Anger. 


The mother who has herself well in hand 
and who bestows enough loving study upon 
her children to learn and appreciate their 
peculiarities should not have great difficulty 
in bringing them up to be a comfort to her. 
Someming is radically wrong with her man- 
agement When she sighs, as do the mothers of 
some grown sons and daughters. ‘ Take all 
the comfortin your children while they are 
little, for when they are older you will wish 
they were babies again.”’ 

Overstrictness is as great a mistake as over- 
indulgence, and in the household where sever- 
ity is not tempered by tenderness there is 
likely to be realized the revised version given 
by a small boy of that well-known verse of 
Solomen’s: **Chain up a child| and away 
he’ll go.”’ Children who have been submit- 
ted to such **chaining”’ are usually those who 
make the parents wish the time could come 
again when the babies were still in cradle and 
crib and where the twilight fell upon a united 
family. 

One word more voncerning whipping. When 
it is given it should never be inanger. The 
mother should have firm control of herseif 
before she dares lift her hand against her 
child. Moreover, such punishment should be 
the last resort. When all other ineans have 
beén used in vain to compel obedience, then 
and then only may the rod be called into play.

Plans Drawn by C. W. Shinn and John IL. Rinaker Accepted, Provided the Structure

The desire 
to court the Goddess of Fortune which has al- 
ways been foreign to the dwellers along the 
lake shore has obtained a foothold among 
them and the sober-minded citizen who 
would not in times gone by have bet twocents 
on the surest kind of a cinch is nowa sport 
of the most pronounced stripe. And, worst 
of all, this evil is not _confined to the male 
sex; its pernicious influence has invaded the 
boudoir and even the kitchen. 

The carette, historically considered, is prac- 
tically contemporaneous with Noah’s Ark—in 
fact, there are oldest inhabitants who insist 
that the model of the latter has been followed

in the construction of these foes to Mr. 
Yerkes’ cable and horse cars. In their early 
days—before the panic followmg the secord 
accession of Grover I. to the throne—busi- 
ness was good enough to support a conductor 
in addition to the man who enticed the horses 
along the daily route.

JUDGE TALCOTT LAYS DOWN THE PEN, 
He Goes Out of Newspaper Work at Val- 
paraiso, Ind., After Long Service. 

VauLParaiso, Ind., March 14,—[Special Cor- 
respondence, |—Judge William C. Talcott, one 
of the oldest editors in Indiana, retired from 
the newspaper field last Saturday, after a 
newspaper career of forty-eight years. He 
was born in Dalton, Mass.,in 1815, and when 
1 year old his parents moved to Ohio, where 
he lived until 1835, when he came to Indiana, 
locating in La Porte County, and coming to 
this county two years later. He has resided 
here since then, with the exception of one 
year, when he lived in South Bend, He began 
studying for the Presbyterian ministry at the 
age of 15, but abandoned his intention and 
became a Universalist. acting as a pioneer 
preacher of that faith ten years, between 
times teaching school and surveying. In 
1845 he founded a community on the 
creed, **Do as you would be done by,’’ 
which failed through a disagreement among 
investors in the land. In 1840 he was elected 
Justice and was appointed Prebate Judge in 
1849 and elected to the same office in 1850. 
He resigned in 1852 to accept the nomina- 
tion for Assemblyman. Being a strong tem-

perance and anti-slavery advocate, he was de- 
feated. In 1856 he was elected Common 
Pleas Judge and was twice reélected, serving 
twelve years, after which for six years he 
practiced law. His experience as a news- 
paper man beganin 1846 at South Bend, 
where he ger the Spirit of Reform, hoping 
to advancéa reform in spelling, which he stiil 
advocates, In 1847 he bought a half-interest 
in the Western Ranger, published in this city. 
At the end of two years he bought the other 
half and changed the name to the Practical 
Observer, making it a temperance, anti- 
slavery, and reform Democratic paper, until 
1854, when he changed it to a Republican 
paper. In 1857 he sold out to go on the 
bench. In 1874 he purchased the paper 
aguin, it having been changed to the Porter 
County Vidette. He owned an interest in it 
until he sold out to Edward L. Welty last Sat. 
urday. During all thattime he has worked at 
the case continuously. He was married iin 
May, 1838. His wife is living. 


THE FAMINE IN WESTERN TEXAS, 


No Rain for Three Years—Ruined Ranch- 
men Leaving the Country. 

Galveston News: While the widely pub- 
lished report that starvation exists in South- 
west Texas has undoubtedly done an injustice 
to a large portion of the State as prosperous 
perhaps as any other, still it cannot be 
denied that in one particular section 
the question of .existence has be- 
come ae serious problem’ to at least 
a portion of the inhabitants. This desolated 
region includes portions of Encinal, Duval, 
Nueces, Zapata, Starr, and Hidalgo Counties, 
No rain of any consequence having fallen for 
three years, or since the Dyrenforth rain- 
makers experimented in that region, most of 
the stock have perished and their bleached 
bones been shipped North, no crops have 
been raised, and the masses of the people are 
reduced to the direst extremes, 

Most of the ranchmen, who comprise the 
property owning class, have removed the rem- 
nant of their herds to other sections, and of 
the people now struggling for life in this un- 
fortunate waste 90 per cent are of the poor 
and ignorant class of Mexicans, thriftless and 
poorly paid, and towhom under the most 
favorable conditions life is a precarious and 
hand-to-mouth existence. Of small 
earning capacity they receive but scant 
wages for such services as sheep 
herding and running after cattle, and one 
family thus systained will divide with all 
their neighbors, spending their money for 
‘‘dulees’’? or sweetmeats and subsisting on 
rations of dried meat and tortilla, a form of 
bread made from boiled corn ground ona 
hewn rock called a metat. Clothes area lux- 
ury and extravagance not indulged to the 
extent seriously departing from the primitive 
condition of man, one — family, as Capt. 
John J. Bourke describes it, “‘not wearing 
sufficient apparel to dust a fiddle.”’ 

Such a people are all prepared to meet ad- 
versity, and that destitution and nungry want 
exist among them is no surprising fact. The 
appeal for aid sent out by the meeting re- 
cently held at Paisano has been responded to 
by contributions from various sources, both 
of supplies and money, and no doubt every 
morsel of food found its way to a hungry 
mouth, with the situation warranting & con- 
tinuance of this charity. 

No cases of|starvation have yet been re- 
ported, nor, indeed, of actual want among the 
few white rhs corn and a general downpour 
of rain that would bring up the gardens and 
raise the grass would speedily alleviate the 
deplorable condition of the country and

JOE WILLARD IS ILL. 


VENERABLE HOTEL MAN ‘AT WASH- 
INGTON MAY NOT REOOVER. 


Attack of Congestion of the Lungs Fol- 
lowed by Alarming Periods of Exhaus- 
tion=Willard Went to : the National 
Capital in the Fifties and Has Amassed 
a Fortune—Noted for Eccentric Whims 
Which Have Occasioned Displeasure as 
Well as Amusement. 


Wasurneron, D. C., March 14.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. |—For the last two weeks Joseph 
C. Willard, the eldest brother of the famous 
hotelkeepers of this city, has been lying dan- 
gerously ill at his residence in this city and 
his recovery is doubtful. Some days ago he 
had an attack of congestion of the lungs, 
which has left him subject: to periods of ex- 
haustion or heart failure, necessitating the 
constant attendance of his physician3. 

Ever since the °50’s visiters to Washington 
have become well acquainted with the large 
gray brick building facing Newspaper row 
and Pennsylvania avenue, known as Willard’s 
Hotel. It derived its name from two brothers, 
Joseph C., d Henry A. Willard, who came 
here from Vermont in 1850 and embarked 
in business .as hotelkeepers. Until recently 
the property belonged to them, but partition 
proceedings were instituted in the courts, re- 
sulting in the sale at auction of the grounds

and buildings to Henry A. Willard for $605,- 
000. Of the old residents of the National 
Capital Mr, Willard perhaps stands first in 
point of wealth. Of recent years men have 
come here and made their homes who can, 
perhaps. write checks of larger size than 
Joseph Willard, but none of the old residents 
can describe their fortune in such large fig- 
ures as Mr. Willard. He is the third 
largest taxpayer in the District, and in 
addition to his real estate’ holdings 
he has large sums of money in- 
vested ins loaretthen It is estimated 
that he is worth in the neighborhood of 
$3,000,000. Although by virtue of his 
wealth and connections capable of adorning 
and mingling in the best society at the cap- 
ital of the Nation, Mr. Willard, who is noted 
for his eccentricities, has maintained the life 
of a recluse for many years. In a modest, 
unpretentious two-story brick dwelling on 
Fourteerth street near Small’s floral estab- 
lishment and within a stone’s throw of the 
hotel building which bears his ‘name, Mr, 
Willard has lived for many years with one or 
two servants. 


At His Rickety Desk, 


Each day it has been his custom to spend a 
number of hours in his office, which is ina 
second-story brown-painted structure adjoin- 
ing Willard’s Hotel, on Pennsylvania avenue. 
His office is perhaps one of the most curious 
places in Washington. It is sparsely fur- 
nished, an old rickety desk and equally dila p- 
idated-looking cane-seated chairs and a weil- 
worn ingrain carpet being conspicuous among 
the furniture. On the mantel, extending all 
the way across the room, isa long array of 
empty ink bottles, of no earthly value, -but 
retained in accordance with a whim of the 
owner. Another peculiarity of Mr. Willard 
has been a disinclination to mingle with peo- 
ple, and in carrying out this idea he has even 
ostracized Himself from his own brothers, 
Henry A. Willard and C. C. Willard, the 
latter for many years proprietor of the 
Ebbitt House, on the opposite side of Four- 
teenth street from Willard’s. So intense is 
the bitterness between Joseph Willard and 
Caleb that the former has _ for years 
held at fabulous prices two little 
strips of property, one on Newspaper 
row andthe other on F = street, 
simply, it appears, because he had an idea his 
brother Caleb wished to obtain possession of 
this property witha view to extending the 
Ebbitt House south and east. There is not 
more than twenty-five feet front of the F 
atreet property, which is a little tumble-down 
one-story frame shanty, surrounded on all 
sides by magnificent buildings, conspicuous 
among them being the iron building occupied 
by the United States Geological 
Survey. but through all these years 
Joseph Willard has hung to that property 
with a tenacity worthy of a better cause. On 
one occasion before the death of R. T. Mer- 
rick, who was a leading member of the Wash- 
ington bar, he waited upon Joseph Willard 
and asked what he would take * for that F 
street property.’’ There came a sly twinkle 
in the wary eye of old Joe Willard and he 
chuckled quietly as he aaid: 


Cal Couldn’t Get It. 


** Dick, you go back and tell Cal Willard 
that» he can’t have that property for 
$1,000,000.” 

After this no further negotiations were 
attempted and the property is still unim- 
proved. This calls up another peculiarity of 
Mr. Willard, his aversion to improving any 
of his holdings, being content to keep 
old ramshackle buildings, which are occa- 
sionally subjected toa coat of paint on the 
exterior, while land that he holds in the heart 
of the capital has nothing but an ordinary 
board fence around it. On one of the princi- 
pal thoroughtares near the New York Ave. 
nue Presbyterian Church there isa fine cor- 
ner lot which belongs to Mr. Willard. Per. 
sons living next to this property made some 
objection to its being boarded up all the time, 
whereupon the owner tore down the fence 
and established in full view a marble worker, 
whose business consists largely in making 
grave stones and monuments, 

When the congregation left Willard Hall 
and began its religious devotion at the New 
York Avenue Church, where President Lin- 
coln attended and the Rev, Dr. Gurley was 
pastor, Mr. Willard took a pew in that church 
and each Sabbath morning has found 
him in his place until sickness pre- 
vented. His aversion to meeting peo- 
ple had growy to be so _ strong 
that he frequently has been observed to step 
out into the street from the sidewalk to avoid 
coming close to people who happened to be 
passing. While there are few persons with 
whom he is even on speaking terms those who 
know him declare him to bea man of pleas- 
ant address. He is tall, spare-figured, his 
hair and beard white and soft. He always at- 
tracted attention when seen on the street. 
Owing to his residence in this city for many 
years he made the acquaintance of Presidents 
of the United States, members of their Cabi-. 
nets, and other distinguished persons, from 
whom he has a large and valuable collection 
of personal letters. During the war Mr. Wil- 
lard served as Assistant Quartermaster for 
two years, 1862 to 1864, in the Army of the 
‘Potomac. 

Joseph C, Willard has but one child. a son, 
27 years of age, who is a resident of Fairfax 
County, Va., which he represents in the Leg- 
islature of the Old Dominion. He is one of 
the leading members of that body and isa 
graduate of the University of Virginia. He 
is with his father at his house in this city. 
The other members of the family are here— 
two sisters of Mr. Willard, one from Cam. 
bridge, Mass., and the other from the family 
home in Vermont, anda brother who also 
lives in Vermont. Henry A. Willard, who
